ISRO scientists work to decode 
Chandrayaan-2 lander failure 

Increased horizontal velocity may have cast lander away suggests scientist 

Our resolve will 
not waver, PM 
tells scientists

Hours after India’s dream of 
placing a lander spacecraft 
on the moon crashed on Sa¬ 
turday morning, Indian 
Space Research Organisa¬ 
tion’s teams associated with 
the still orbiting Chan¬ 
drayaan-2 mission were look¬ 
ing for clues in the last mi¬ 
nutes of data from the lander 
Vikram. 

The lander was to have set 
itself down on the moon's 
surface at 1.55 a.m. on Satur¬ 
day. It had been descending 
for 12 minutes. However, 
three minutes before lunar 
touch down, it lost contact 
with the earth and went 
blank. It was 2.1 km above 
the moon’s surface then, IS¬ 
RO said soon after it detect¬ 
ed the setback around 2 a.m. 

Possible causes 

On what went wrong, a se¬ 
nior space scientist, who has 
worked on all three ISRO pla¬ 
netary missions, said an in¬ 
creased horizontal velocity 
might have cast the lander 
away from the planned site 
(shown with red lines on the 
consoles) causing ISRO to 
lose its link with the lander. 
“The search for it may be 
wider now. Only subsequent 
visits of the orbiter should

tell us where it is,” he said. 

He suspected that instead 
of losing velocity as it came 
down, the lander may have 
gained velocity at some 
point. It may also have lost 
its orientation or attitude 
(orientation/tilt) - which 
then increased its velocity. 
An attitude loss or tilt can al¬ 
so cause a loss of link or te¬ 
lemetry. Add to it the already 
working speed and moon's 


gravity - and it could have 
crashed to death from a 
height of 2 km, he said. 

Although the terrain bet¬ 
ween two craters was 
mapped well, obstruction by 
hills or sand high rises could 
not be ruled out, according 
to him.

Pale denies use of airspace 
to Kovind for Iceland visit 

No more concessions to India, says Aviation Minister

LAHORE 

Federal Aviation Minister 
Ghulam Sarwar Khan said 
on Saturday that Pakistan 
denied President Ram Nath 
Kovind the use of Pakistani 
airspace for his flight to Ice¬ 
land this month because of 
India’s continued aggression 
against and oppression of 
the Kashmiri people. 

“We got India’s request 
for their President’s flight. It 
was discussed with relevant 
quarters and decided that 
enough is enough, no more 
concessions for India,” he 
told The Hindu. 

Mr. Khan said that while 
Pakistan allowed Prime Mi¬ 
nister Narendra Modi to use 
its airspace for his visit to 
France in August as a good¬ 
will gesture, India continued 
to flout international laws 
and was least bothered 
about its “reprehensible” 
conduct in Kashmir. “Diffe¬ 
rent options are under con¬ 
sideration regarding Pakista¬ 
ni airspace’s use for Indian 
flights. Apart from VVIP 
flights, we are considering 
not to allow Indian airlines 
to use our airspace,” he said. 

Mr. Khan said Pakistan 
marked its Defence Day on 
September 6 as Kashmir So¬ 
lidarity Day as it had been 
more than a month now that

fully in all the three areas. 

‘Answerable to court’ 

On the political detentions, 
he said they were preventive 
in nature and very much al¬ 
lowed under the law, which 
meant the government was 
answerable to courts and 
would have to pay a heavy 


penalty if it did anything 
that was extra-judicial. 

In the dilution of Article 
370, announced on August 
5, “they [Kashmiris] see 
greater opportunities, a bet¬ 
ter future, more jobs for 
youths. There is a vocal mi¬ 
nority that opposes it. It ap¬ 
pears to people that that is 
the voice of the people. That 
is not necessarily true,” Mr. 
Doval said. 

Pakistan was bent on 
creating trouble, and would 
very much like to see unrest 
in the Valley, which would 
add grist to its anti-India pro¬ 
paganda.

No compromise 

“No parent will compromise 
with the security of their 
children,” said the father of 
a DPS student, declining to 
be identified. “The 
administration is not ready 
to guarantee students’ 
safety. Many schools are 
insisting that parents drop 
and pick up their wards. In 
the current circumstances, 
it’s not possible,” he added. 

Parents are complaining 
that their wards may have 
only a five-month academic 
session this year. The 
Valley’s schools resumed 
functioning after a winter 
break in March and closed 


on August 5. “The Centre 
has played its politics of 
abrogation of provisions of 
the Article 370 at the cost of 
our future generation,” said 
a local resident, whose two 
sons study in Class 10 and 
Class 12 in a prominent 
Srinagar school. “Our next 
generation is going to pay a 
heavy price. This will force 
parents to send their wards 
outside India,” the resident 
added. Schools close for the 
annual winter break in 
December. 

Nazia Jan (name 
changed), with a Masters in 
Arts, has offered to teach 
children free up to Class 5 at 
her residence in Srinagar’s 
Saidakadal area. “This is a 
small effort to bring to these 
helpless children some 
sense of normality,” she 
said. 


Used ‘predator’ in context of my

Ms. Ramani alleged 
that he asked several perso¬ 
nal questions, offered her al¬ 
cohol, and moved to the sofa 
and gestured to her to sit 
next to him, which she re¬ 


fused. Concerned about her 
physical safety, she quickly 
left the place after being told 
that his office would follow¬ 
up about the job, she said. 

‘First male boss’ 

In 2017, when Vogue's fea¬ 
tures editor asked Ms. Rama¬ 
ni to write in the context of 
the #MeToo movement, she 
said she “couldn’t help but 
remember my personal story 
of my first male boss”. “I be¬ 
gan the article with my M.J. 
Akbar story. I never named 
him,” she said, stating that 
only first four paragraphs 
were on her experience. 

A year later, the move¬ 
ment gained momentum in 
India on Twitter.

A 28-year-old man died in a 
major fire that broke out in 
an oil godown in west Del¬ 
hi’s Punjabi Bagh on Satur¬ 
day evening, the police 
said. 

After preliminary enqui¬ 
ry, Delhi Fire Service chief 
Atul Garg said the godown 
owner was not in posses¬ 
sion of an NOC from the de¬ 
partment and there were no 
firefighting measures in 
place. 

Mr. Garg said a call was 
received at 4.57 p.m. re¬ 
garding a fire in an oil go- 
down after which 105 fire 
tenders were pressed into 
service over the next three 
and a half hours. 

“The fire was brought un¬ 
der control by 8 p.m. after 
which cooling-off operation 
continued,” he said. 

During the operation, a 
body was recovered from 
the first floor of the double¬ 
storey building. 


The victim was identified 
as Romit Kumar from Kira- 
ri, an accountant. “When 
the fire was being doused, 
nobody told us that there 
was a person inside, other¬ 
wise, we would have res¬ 
cued him. Also, the smoke 
was so thick that it was im¬ 
possible to see anything,” 
Mr. Garg said, adding that 
several people had left by 
the time the fire had broken 


out. Additional Deputy 
Commissioner of Police 
(West) Sameer Sharma said 
the fire broke out in TPT 
Centre in building number 
106 and 107. 

“All the adjoining build¬ 
ings were evacuated with 
the help of other civic body 
officials,” he said. 

The police said prelimin¬ 
ary enquiry revealed that all 
the buildings in the area are 


used to store lubricant oil. 
The cause of the blaze is yet 
to be ascertained. The oil 
stored in the godowns is 
used in paints, the police 
said. 

Mr. Garg said the opera¬ 
tion was well coordinated. 
“There were a few blasts in 
the incident and if the blaze 
was not doused timely, the 
building could have collap¬ 
sed...the fire could have 
spread to other buildings. A 
few oil tankers with 10,000 
litres of oil were right out¬ 
side the buildings,” he said 
adding that “most impor¬ 
tantly” the control room 
sent fire tenders from all 
four directions with spot as 
centre. 

Case registered 

A case has been registered 
under Section 285 (negli¬ 
gent conduct with respect 
to fire or combustible mat¬ 
ter) of the Indian Penal 
Code. The police said probe 
is under way.

Women arrested 

Rehana and Sakina were ar¬ 
rested and subsequently re¬ 
leased on bail, they said. 

The boy, Ritesh who re¬ 
sides with his parents in 
Sanjay Colony, was playing 
on the street at that time of 
the incident. 

His mother Rinlcu Devi 
was at their residence and 
father Munna, a labourer, 
was at work. Rinlcu allegedly 
told the police that the two 
women came to the spot 
and held Ritesh’s hand. 

She said she also saw the 
women take him along with

them when she started 
shouting, the police said. 

Following this, the neigh¬ 
bours immediately gathered 
at the spot and nabbed the 
duo.

The locals then handed 
over the boy to his mother 
and called the police. 

On reaching the spot, the 
officers rescued the woman 
from the mob and took 
them to the police station. 

Based on the mother’s 


complaint, a case under 
Sections 363 (punishment 
for kidnapping) and 34 
(common intention) of the 
IPC. 

During interrogation, the 
women from jhuggis in Ba¬ 
darpur told the police that 
they are beggars and did not 
touch the child. 

The video of the incident, 
which went viral on social 
media, shows one of the wo¬ 
men holding a baby while 
the other was pleading to 
the mob. 

This is the second such 
incident reported in the 
Capital. 

Similar incident 

On August 27, a 25-year-old 
pregnant and hearing and 
speech impaired woman 
was beaten up by a mob in 
north-east Delhi’s Harsh Vi¬ 
har on suspicion of kidnap¬ 
ping a child. 



11 arrested for running fake call centres, duping over 200 people 

Accused looted over LI3 crore through inter-State racket active for the past two years

Eleven men have been ar¬ 
rested for allegedly duping 
225 persons of over H3 
crore on the pretext of sell¬ 
ing health insurance poli¬ 
cies via fake call centres, the 
police said on Saturday. 

Deputy Commissioner of 
Police (Rohini) S.D. Misra 
said the accused - Prabhat 
Singh, Rupesh, Jitender, Ro¬ 
bin Mathew, Dalip Singh, 
Vishal, Ranjan Garg, Vicky 
Dhawan, Raj Kumar, Ram 
Gopal and Jitender Singh - 
all of them have previous 
criminal record. 

On July 26, a retired bank 
manager lodged a com-

plained at K.N. Katju Marg 
police station stating that he 
has been cheated in the 
name of insurance benefits 
and investment plans, said 
an officer. 

The victim claimed to 
have deposited over L20 
lakhs in various accounts 


from April 2018 to May 2019. 
When the complainant in¬ 
sisted for refunds in May, 
the callers avoided him and 
demanded more invest¬ 
ments, which made him 
suspicious. 

During interrogation, the 
police identified 14 bank ac¬ 
counts in which the money 
was deposited by the victim. 
They found that the money 
was withdrawn via cheques 
and from ATMs, the police 
said. “The probe revealed 
that over ^13 crore has been 
transferred to these fake ac¬ 
counts from around 225 vic¬ 
tims across the country,” Mr. 
Misra said. 

Further analysis of call 


detail records led the police 
to Prabhat who told them 
about the involvement of 
others. The interrogation of 
the accused persons re¬ 
vealed that they used to run 
an organised cybercrime 
syndicate at a national level 
and has been committing 
the crime for the past two 
years. 

Modus operandi 

The accused used to open 
bank accounts with fake 
identities after which the 
call centre “owners” were 
detailed about it. “It was the 
responsibility of these own¬ 
ers’ to make calls through 
their staff members to va¬ 


rious victims and convince 
them to invest in their 
plans,” Mr. Misra said, ad¬ 
ding that once they conned 
the victims, they would in¬ 
form the ones who had 
opened the bank accounts 
to withdraw the money. 

The police said the mo¬ 
ney was distributed bet¬ 
ween the account holders at 
10%, account providers at 
10%, call center owners at 
80% as well as the tele call¬ 
ing employees. 

Six cities, four States 

The fake accounts were 
opened in six different cities 
across four States, the police 
said.

Since the amended Motor 
Vehicles Act came into force 
on September 1, pollution 
checking centres are wit¬ 
nessing long queues of own¬ 
ers seeking their pollution 
under check (PUC) 
certificates. 

Manager of the Modern 
Service Station in Connaught 
Place Dinesh Kumar said, 
“Earlier, we would have 30 
or 35 cars coming in daily 
but recently we have almost 
100 persons seeking their 
certificate every day.” He 
said there is no concern for 
the pollution but “people 
care about paying a hefty 
fine.” 

The fine for not having an 
updated PUC certificate has 
increased 10 times from 
11,000 to ^10,000. The PUC 
certificate must be updated 
every 90 days and costs de¬ 


pend on the type of vehicle 
and fuel it uses. 

‘Sense of consciousness’ 

Sujan Verma, a driver, said 
he welcomes the move be¬ 
cause “they instil a sense of 
consciousness. Pollution 
checks are important for the 
safety of the environment.” 

Car owner Anil Kumar 
said, “Delhi’s air is so bad 


that cases of lung cancer 
have risen. I have lost my 
mother to the same disease 
earlier this year. This city is 
dangerous and we need to 
whatever we can.” 

Talking about hefty fines, 
he added: “This is a good 
move but there should have 
been a warning period.”

Allca Sahai said this move

Shedding light on the pro¬ 
cess and impact of the recent 
publication of the National 
Register of Citizens (NRC) for 
Assam, those affected by the 
NRC as well as lawyers, acti¬ 
vists, academics participat¬ 
ed in a “people’s tribunal” 
organised by civil society 
groups here on Saturday. 

Kicking off the two-day 
event, human rights activist 
Harsh Mander and lawyer 
Prashant Bhushan started 
the discussion on “people’s 
tribunal on the contested ci¬ 
tizenship in Assam”. 

On August 31, the govern¬ 
ment published the supple¬ 
mentary list of inclusions 
and exclusions (the NRC) 
that excluded 19 lakh appli¬ 
cants. While government of¬ 
ficials have said that those 
excluded would be given the 
opportunity to get back on 
the list by establishing their 
citizenship, civil society 
groups have raised concerns 
about the process. 

“Whatever maybe one’s 
view on the merits of the 
NRC and its implementation, 
we must never cease to re¬ 
main mindful of the fact that 


it has spawned an enormous 
humanitarian crisis,” Mr. 
Mander said. 

Anti-immigrant mood 

Speaking on the alleged ha¬ 
rassment faced by many 
Bengalis and Assamese Mus¬ 
lims, scholar and activist Ab¬ 
dul Kalam Azad said an “an¬ 
ti-immigrant narrative” had 
been perpetuated against 
those with Bengali origins. 
“We have been harassed and 
called ‘Bangladeshis, D-vo- 
ters and non-citizens’,” he 
said. 

Among those affected by 
the NRC, Masooma Begum, 
an activist from Assam, said 
she had been working to 
spread awareness about the 
process in Assam, but found 
herself excluded from the 
list, while her parents and si¬ 


blings were on it. 

A law student from Guwa- 
hati, Prasenjit Dey, said 
while he and the rest of his 
family had made it to the list, 
his father had not, despite 
having submitted the same 
land deed from 1964 as 
proof. 

“My grandfather had mi¬ 
grated from East Pakistan. 
He had a land deed from 
1964 and had been voting 
since 1965. My father too had 
been voting when all of a 
sudden he was declared a 
doubtful voter in 2011. In 
2017, when I graduated from 
college, I decided to start 
studying law and fight my 
father’s case in the Foreign¬ 
er’s Tribunal,” he said. 

He said the tribunal had 
declared his father, Jiwan 
Chandra Dey, a foreigner be¬ 


cause the land deed was 
hand-written, though he had 
also submitted the voters’ 
list as another proof. 

“We asked for time to get 
the land deed certified, but 
they did not agree. Ironical¬ 
ly, we had the same deed 
certified and used it for our 
NRC applications. All of us, 
apart from my father, in the 
family have made it onto the 
NRC with the same docu¬ 
ment,” he said. 

He added that while his fa¬ 
mily was preparing to appeal 
his father’s case in court, 
there were others in his vil¬ 
lage who had been “left in 
mental agony over the NRC”. 

Earlier in the event, la¬ 
wyer Vrinda Grover said an 
“error-free and efficient 
NRC” was a myth and that 
there was the danger of peo¬ 
ple being “left state-less”. “It 
wasn’t just the government 
that drove the NRC, it was al¬ 
so the Supreme Court of In¬ 
dia,” she said, referring to 
the SC-monitored NRC pro¬ 
cess. 

Among the jury for the tri¬ 
bunal, Justices Madan Lokur 
(retired) and Justice A.P. 
Shah (retd) were also pre¬ 
sent at the event.

GURUGRAM 

Civil society members from

munity radio station. 

Talking about local go¬ 
vernance, former MCG 
councillor Nisha Singh 
questioned the rationale 
behind setting up an agen¬ 
cy like Gurugram Metropol¬ 
itan Development Authori¬ 
ty (GMDA) that merely 
“encroaches upon the 
funds and functions of the 
Municipal Corporation of 
Gurugram”. 

“The GMDA was meant 
to coordinate between dif¬ 
ferent agencies and make 
high-level planning. But 
what it is doing could be 
done by the MCG as well. 
And there are no new funds

to spare for it. The MCG 
funds are being transferred 
to it,” said Ms. Singh. She al¬ 
so demanded the constitu¬ 
tion of Metropolitan Plan¬ 
ning Committee. 

Ishrat Thameem, a form¬ 
er Managing Consultant, 
sought the creation of an in¬ 
clusive society and de¬ 
manded that land be allo¬ 
cated to religious minority 
communities for places of 
worship and burial 
grounds.

End of the road for the once-upon-a-time lifelines of city? 

Tonga and rickshaw pullers rue the advent of technology in the form of e-rickshaws, blame government for turning a blind eye to their plight

Outside Kailash Colony me¬ 
tro station, standing next to 
his cycle rickshaw, Bhoo- 
pram, along with five other 
rickshaw pullers, waits for 
customers. While bearing 
the scorching heat is one of 
the main challenges rick¬ 
shaw pullers in the Capital 
face, the advent of technolo¬ 
gy in the form of e-rickshaws 
is what they truly lament. 

Similar is the case of ton- 
gawalas , once part of the 
characteristic charm of the 
Capital. Tongas were a popu¬ 
lar and indispensable mode 
of transport for an average 
Delhiite in the old days. 

While a cycle rickshaw 
can carry two passengers, a 
single e-rickshaw - a bat¬ 
tery-run three-wheeler - can 
take a maximum of five pas¬ 
sengers. In the times of e- 
rickshaws, both tongas and 
e-rickshaws seem to be 
headed towards an inevita¬ 
ble end. 

Bhoopram, who has been 
in this profession for 12 
years, testifies that he has 
been a witness to the decline 
of the cycle rickshaw busi¬ 


ness. “I used to earn a mini¬ 
mum of ?600 a day before 
the e-rickshaws made a de¬ 
but. Now, it hardly amounts 
to a total of U>00-?400, 
which does not suffice,” the 
37-year-old said. 

Dilip, 40, a tongawala 
who lives at Motia Khan 
Chowlc, has a similar grouse. 
“It has been 25 years since I 
started...I was 10 when I saw 
my grandfather and father 
ride the horse cart and I de¬ 
veloped an interest. Since 
the last six years the work is 
minimal. The government 
bribed us with false promis¬ 
es of allotting shops if we 
gave up the trade. Our com¬ 
munity leaders built their 
own houses with that mo¬ 
ney,” he alleged. 

Dip in income 

A Centre of Civil Society 
(CCS) research shows that 
while a cycle rickshaw, va¬ 
lued between ^6,000 and 
H2,000, provides an earn¬ 
ing of ^300-^450 per day, an 
e-rickshaw, valued between 
^80,000-^1,10,000, can 
fetch a minimum of ?550- 
?800 a day. 

According to Dilip, park¬ 
ing stands in trans-Yamuna 


days. ■ FILE PHOTO: SANDEEP SAXENA 

areas used to provide private 
permits every six months for 
HOI followed by commercial 
ones. “We started with 8 an¬ 
nas per passenger, then ^5 
and now the rate per passen¬ 
ger is HO. On festivals, we 
could earn a decent amount. 
But these days, festivals have 
become a one-day affair. We 
are unable to feed the horses 
with a proper diet. Our daily 
income is not more than 
^600-^700,” he rued. 

The rise of the battery-op¬ 


erated vehicles is because 
they are a considerably 
“smaller investment” than 
autorickshaws, and produce 
much higher earnings. 

Moreover, subsidies from 
the government and “loo¬ 
pholes in the system” per¬ 
mitting their operation with¬ 
out registration are 
“stimulating factors for the 
thriving business of e-rick¬ 
shaws”. Money is the core is¬ 
sue for practitioners of both 
the evidently dying trades. 


“I used to own a rickshaw 
until four years ago. The 
municipality fined me a 
large sum for it. I had to rent 
a rickshaw after that. I have 
to pay H,200 a month as 
rent to the rickshaw owner. 
What is left after that is not 
enough to suffice,” Bhoo¬ 
pram, a father of five 
lamented. 

Sachin Kumar, a resident 
of Badaun in Uttar Pradesh, 
spoke about his financial 
problems after he rented a 
cycle rickshaw. “I used to 
work in a meat shop. I com¬ 
mitted the mistake of visiting 
my village for more than a 
week and was fired from the 
job. Later, I rented a rick¬ 
shaw with a monthly rent of 
U,000... I used to earn 
H6,000 a month during my 
previous job, now I barely 
earn ?500 a day,” he said. 

Mohammad Farahtullah’s 
family has been in the tonga 
business for seven genera¬ 
tions. “Everybody is affected 
due to these battery-operat¬ 
ed rickshaws... Our horse 
and carriage work is fin¬ 
ished. Forty years ago, there 
were 1,000 tongas; now only 
20-30 are left in Delhi. How 
should poor men like me 


make a living,” he asked. 

Once they provided ser¬ 
vices to everyone - from an 
average citizen to royalty. 
Now, they ferry waste and 
rubble. The government, he 
complained, was blind to the 
plight of those like him. “No¬ 
wadays, we get work of pick¬ 
ing up rubble, sacks of ce¬ 
ment and garbage. When we 
don’t earn anything, we sur¬ 
vive on loans... This work is 
finished and nobody listens 
to a poor man. Even the Del¬ 
hi government is not doing 
anything for us,” he added. 

Naveen, 39, another horse 
cart owner, sought to em¬ 
phasise the fact that despite 
paying taxes and having all 
the required permits, li¬ 
cence, cart number and 
horse number, he still can’t 
ride on the main road. 

“It has been 30 years 
since I am doing this work. 
There used to be 10,000 cus¬ 
tomers for this horse cart in 
a month. I still have the per¬ 
mit the government issued 
to my ancestors,” he said. 

“These days, our source 
of income is just from mar¬ 
riages, birthday parties and 
occasional film shootings. 
First of all, no policeman lets 


us stand on the road and I 
am forced to return,” Naveen 
alleged. 

Promises not kept 

The fast-paced life has left 
the horses behind. “People 
are going to the moon. So 
how can you expect some¬ 
body to sit on our tongas? 
We own these horses, so we 
have to take care of them. 
We cannot kill them. Before 
elections, party workers 
come with promises, only to 
forget them after winning,” 
he said. Besides putting up 
with relatively low income, 
cycle rickshaw pullers work 
twice as hard as their com¬ 
petitors. Needless to say, 
they would switch trades if 
given a chance. 

“I have had some cardiac 
problems in the past be¬ 
cause of the physical exer¬ 
tion caused by peddling the 
rickshaw all day. The e-rick¬ 
shaw on the other hand re¬ 
quires almost no exertion 
and would be a better fit for 
me, if I had the money,” 
Bhoopram said. 

If given a choice, I would 
happily choose an e-riclc- 
shaw over the one I peddle 
for a living, said Sachin. 


No bail to 
Michel in WIP 
chopper 
deal case

The accused also did 
not join investigation in Ita¬ 
ly. He cannot claim parity 
with other accused in view 
of his aforesaid conduc¬ 
ts. Application for bail filed 
by accused is, thus, dismis¬ 
sed,” the Judge said.

NEW DELHI 

The Aam Aadmi Party (AAP) 
government’s consecutive 
announcements of four 
“freebies”, six months ahead 
of the Assembly elections in 
the Capital, may not be a 
“good practice” but incum¬ 
bent governments are in¬ 
creasingly heading down the 
same road prior to contesting 
polls, said experts. 

In the last three months, 
the AAP government has an¬ 
nounced free rides for wo¬ 
men in metro trains and bus¬ 
es, free electricity for people 
who use up to 200 units, 
waiver of arrears in water 
bills, and extension of free 
entrance coaching to all stu¬ 
dents whose annual family 
income is less than 18 lakh. 
Delhi is scheduled to go to 
polls in February, 2020. 

“Since the normal deve¬ 
lopment projects haven’t de¬ 
livered, political parties have 
to resort to the so-called free¬ 
bies before election time to 
win the loyalty and alle¬ 
giance of the voter. If you 
have done work during five 
years, then you won’t have to 
resort to it,” said political 
analyst Neerja Chowdhury. 

Long-term projects 

“It is obviously to get votes 
like other parties. That 
doesn’t require much think¬ 
ing. Ideally, it should not be 
close to the election and it is 
not a good practice,” she said 
further. 

Manisha Priyam, Associate 
Professor, National Universi¬ 
ty of Education Planning and 
Administration (NUEPA) said 
governments should focus on 
long-term projects. “It [in¬ 
centives before elections] is 
not a good practice. Govern¬ 
ments should focus on long¬ 
term policy making. And do¬ 


ing these short-terms mea¬ 
sures show not having a 
vision to how you want to 
change things,” she said. 

Freebies, according to Pro¬ 
fessor Sanjay Kumar, Direc¬ 
tor, Centre for the Study of 
Developing Societies (CSDS) 
were neither a recent nor 
special phenomenon in India 
and were a usual offering 
from political parties in the 
run-up to elections. 

“But every party, whether 
it is the Congress or the BJP, 
have all resorted to this. The 
failure of the parties and go¬ 
vernments to deliver deve¬ 
lopment to the ordinary peo¬ 
ple has led to the increased 
phenomenon of “freebies” 
and the parties have to resort 
to it to win over the voters,” 
Ms. Chowdhury said adding 
that, largely, the announce¬ 
ment of such schemes close 
to elections were not well 
thought out. 

“It affects the way people 
vote. Sometimes, it works 
and sometimes it doesn’t 
work, depending whether 
other conditions are fine. Pe¬ 
ople get a hope that life will 
be better. In Tamil Nadu, 
Chattisgarh and Odisha it has 


made a lot of difference,” said 
Ms. Chowdhury. 

Does it work? 

Mr. Kumar said that while 
they certainly do not have a 
negative effect on the chanc¬ 
es of the political party at the 
helm of a government, the 
impact is directly propor¬ 
tional to how satisfied the av¬ 
erage voter was with the en¬ 
tire tenure of the government 
in power. 

“Freebies work only if the 
people are reasonably happy 
with the government an¬ 
nouncing them on the heels 
of upcoming elections; at 
most, in my view, such an¬ 
nouncements add around 2% 
to 3% vote share to the par¬ 
ty’s poll prospects,” Profes¬ 
sor Kumar said. 

Ms. Priyam said they were 
a mixed bag. “People have 
better memories of whatever 
is announced close to the 
elections. But it is a risk, as if 
people feel that you have not 
done much during your term 
and now in the last minute 
you are giving them this, 
then that is going to back¬ 
fire,” Ms. Priyam. 

“Rational debates that

should happen, does not 
happen and as it is done in a 
haste without legislative de¬ 
bate. These are meant to be¬ 
nefit incumbent govern¬ 
ments,” Ms. Priyam. 

“They [incumbent govern¬ 
ments] make irresponsible 
expenditure before the elec¬ 
tion and it is the next govern¬ 
ment which will have to deal 
with it. The current govern¬ 
ment is not liable to it and 
this is not a good way to 
spent public money,” Ms. Pri¬ 
yam. 

“Offering free rides is a 
clear freebie. That is looking 
at women as a vote bank. Cer¬ 
tainly not all women need 
free rides,” she added. 

Mr. Kumar said that while 
welfare schemes in the form 
of power and water bill waiv¬ 
ers could be justified when 
viewed from the perspective 
of promoting the efficient 
utilisation of scarce public re¬ 
sources, free rides on public 
transport were a different 
ball game altogether. 

“There is, simply, no justi¬ 
fication for free rides; this is 
pure populism. While there 
is a very strong possibility of 
this particular announce¬ 
ment consolidating the AAP’s 
vote base among the eco¬ 
nomically challenged and un¬ 
derprivileged, it will further 
alienate the middle class 
which is already, seemingly, 


moving further away from 
the AAP’s support base,” he 
added. 

Experts varied in their opi¬ 
nion on whether it will help 
Mr. Kejriwal in the next elec¬ 
tion. “It will help Kejriwal in 
Delhi. The poorer sections 
are still for him,” Ms. Chowd¬ 
hury said. 

Professor Kumar said that 
in Delhi, the slew of recent 
announcements made by the 
incumbent AAP government 
seemed to indicate the signif¬ 
icance of the additional, 
though minuscule, vote 
share they could guarantee. 

Opposition attack 

Both the Congress and the 
BJP have been attacking the 
AAP government over these 
schemes. Delhi BJP chief Ma- 
noj Tiwari said the AAP go¬ 
vernment was “admitting its 
weakness with every succes¬ 
sive freebie” being an¬ 
nounced by it. 

“We have been saying for 
long and continue to believe 
that AAP is aware of the fact 
that its prospects are dim¬ 
ming. It is scared of losing the 
upcoming elections... Ac¬ 
cording to a recent survey, 
even their free power and 
water promises are not be¬ 
nefiting a majority of the 
populace, that is tenants, be¬ 
cause neither power nor wa¬ 
ter connections are in their 
names,” he argued. 

But, AAP Social Welfare 
Minister Rajendra Pal Gau- 
tam said that the schemes 
were not announced with an 
eye on the election. 

“We had given 20 kilo 
litres of water free to every 
household [a month] within 
15 days of coming to power in 
2015 and we had also re¬ 
duced electricity charges by 
half at that time itself. We 
have been doing these 
things,” Mr. Gautam said.

If he is not, then he 
should give permission to 
prosecute the accused in the 
JNU sedition case of 2016,” 
BJYM Delhi unit president 
Sunil Yadav said. 

Mr. Kejriwal, on Friday, 
had said the Delhi govern¬ 
ment had not yet taken any 
decision on the prosecution 
sanction against Kanhaiya 
Kumar in the sedition case.

‘No waste management 
mechanism in brick kilns’ 

NGT seeks report from pollution body

NEW DELHI 

Following a plea seeking re¬ 
medial action against paper 
and road waste used in brick 
kilns, the Central Pollution 
Control Board (CPCB) fur¬ 
nished a report to the Na¬ 
tional Green Tribunal (NGT) 
stating that there is no me¬ 
chanism in place for waste 
management. 

Terming the report fur¬ 
nished by the CPCB as “in¬ 
adequate action”, a Bench 
headed by NGT chairperson 
Justice Adarsh Kumar Goel 


said: “The report acknow¬ 
ledges that there is no prop¬ 
er mechanism for plastic 
waste management, which 
is being dumped in open or 
burnt in brick kilns resulting 
in pollution. Action taken by 
the CPCB is the issuance of 
directions.” 

The Bench added: “Even 
with regard to the illegal im¬ 
port, the CPCB as a statuto¬ 
ry regulator can take up the 
matter with the authorities 
concerned. The report can¬ 
not be taken as adequate 
action.”

Members of the Valmiki 
community on Saturday 
staged protests in parts of 
Punjab against a television 
show titled Ram Siya Ke Luv- 
Kush, aired on a private 
channel, which, they al¬ 
leged, had hurt their reli¬ 
gious sentiments. 

They also alleged that the 
show distorts facts about 
‘Bhagwan Valmiki’. The 
State Home Department has 
issued an order to ban the 
show’s screening. 

Several districts’ adminis¬ 
trations, including Gurdas- 
pur, Patiala, Kapurthala, Na- 
wanshahr, Ferozepur, 
Hoshiarpur, and Jalandhar, 
have already ordered sus¬ 
pension of the show’s tele¬ 
cast on Colors TV with im¬ 
mediate effect for a month. 
The cable operators have 
been directed to abide with 
the orders immediately. 

“As per the strong objec¬ 
tion to the content of the se¬ 


rial by leaders of some com¬ 
munities, it becomes 
mandatory to stop the 
screening of the serial in pu¬ 
blic interest to maintain 
communal harmony, law 
and order in the district,” 
read the order issued by 
Gurdaspur District Commis¬ 
sioner Vipul Ujwal on Satur¬ 
day. 

Similar orders were is¬ 
sued by other District Com¬ 


missioners as well. The pro¬ 
hibitory orders have been 
issued under Section 19 of 
the Cable Television Net¬ 
works (Regulation) Act, 
1995, (Act No. 7 of 1995). 

Clashes reported 

Sporadic incidents of vio¬ 
lence and clashes between 
shopkeepers and protesters 
were reported from some 
parts. In Jalandhar district’s 


Nakodar, a shopkeeper alleg¬ 
edly opened fire after a 
group of protesters forced 
him to close his shop. “One 
person sustained bullet inju¬ 
ry. He is now out of danger,” 
said Senior Superintendent 
of Police Navjot Singh Mahal. 

In Fazilka and Kapurthala 
also, a clash took place bet¬ 
ween shopkeepers and prot¬ 
esters, who were forcing 
them to close their shops. 


The situation was normal¬ 
ised after the intervention of 
the police. 

Members of the Valmiki 
community, who were prot¬ 
esting at the call given by 
‘Bhagwan Valmiki Tiger 
Force All India Action Com¬ 
mittee’, took out marches 
and sat on dharnas at several 
places. They also burnt effi¬ 
gies and placed burning 
tyres on roads. 

Vehicular movement was 
disrupted after the protes¬ 
ters blocked the Jalandhar- 
Ludhiana highway, Phagwa- 
ra-Nakodar, Phagwara-Hosh- 
iarpur and Phagwara 
Nawanshahr-Chandigarh 
roads. 

In Amritsar, most of the 
markets and a few educa¬ 
tional establishments re¬ 
mained closed. As protesters 
squatted on railway tracks 
near Amritsar, train move¬ 
ments on the route were dis¬ 
rupted. 

The shutdown evoked 
mixed response in the State.

Newly appointed Haryana 
Congress chief Kumari Selja 
suffered a setback on the first 
day of taking charge with the 
party’s women’s wing chief 
Sumitra Chauhan quitting to 
join the ruling BJP on 
Saturday. 

Ms. Chauhan, the presi¬ 
dent of the Haryana Mahila 
Congress, joined the BJP in 
Rohtak in the presence of 
State BJP chief Subhash Bara- 
la. Explaining her reasons 
for quitting the Congress, 
Ms. Chauhan said she did not 
support its stand on ending 
of Jammu and Kashmir’s spe¬ 
cial status and instant triple 
talaq. 

Ms. Selja took charge as 
Haryana Pradesh Congress 
Committee president at a 
party meeting held here. 
The party, which had named 


former Chief Minister Bhu¬ 
pinder Singh Hooda as chair¬ 
man of the election manage¬ 
ment committee, formally 
selected him as the CLP 
leader. 

Haryana Congress in¬ 
charge Ghulam Nabi Azad, 
who was in attendance, 
launched a frontal attack on 
the BJP at the Centre, accus¬ 
ing it of unleashing political 
vendetta. Mr. Azad said 


while the Congress had al¬ 
ways aimed to form govern¬ 
ments by taking every sec¬ 
tion of society together, the 
BJP has adopted different cri¬ 
teria to win elections. 

"... it is not the culture of 
the Congress to keep the pe¬ 
ople of the Opposition in jail.

In-Vitro Fertility (IVF) 
centres in Vijayawada have 
seen a spurt in enquiries 
from “overaged couples” , 
putting doctors in a 
dilemma. 

A doctor requesting 
anonymity told The Hindu 
that the new found interest 
may be the result of the 
successful conception by a 
73-year-old woman who 
gave birth to twin girls at a 
hospital in Guntur on 
Thursday. 

“The news seems to 
have kindled hope in the 
hearts of several elderly 
couples. Some of them are 
quite desperate, have start¬ 
ed making enquiries again 
putting specialists in a 
spot,” said a doctor who 
runs an IVF centre. 

The Indian Society for 
Assisted Reproduction 
(ISAR), Indian Fertility So¬ 
ciety and the Academy of 
Clinical Embryologists in a 
joint statement on the Gun¬ 
tur case, “strongly con¬ 
demned this act of mind¬ 
less misuse of IVF 
technology”.

The Human Fertilisation 
and Embryology Authority 
(HEFA) provided clear gui¬ 
delines and if any centre 
was caught violating the 
guidelines, it would imme¬ 
diately be stripped of the li¬ 
cence, she said.

In a move to take cancer re¬ 
search to the next level and 
make treatment viable for 
people of different econom¬ 
ic classes, the government 
has plans to set up a Nation¬ 
al Genomic Grid, which will 
study genomic data of can¬ 
cer patients from India, said 
Minister of State for Health 
and Family Welfare Aswini 
Kumar Choubey here on 
Saturday. 

The grid to be formed will 
be in line with the National 
Cancer Tissue Biobank 
(NCTB) set up at the Indian 
Indian Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy, Madras and will collect 
samples from cancer pa¬ 
tients to study genomic fac¬ 
tors influencing cancer and 
identifying the right treat¬ 
ment modalities for the In¬ 
dian population. 

“The NCTB is functioning 
in close association with the 
Indian Council for Medical 
Research (ICMR). NCTB, 
which has the capacity to 
stock 50,000 genomic sam¬ 
ples from cancer patients, 
already has samples from 
3,000 patients. The genom¬ 
ic samples will help re¬ 
searches to have India-spec¬ 
ific studies on cancers. The 
government plans to set up 
the National Genomic Grid 
in the same style with pan- 
India collection centres by 
bringing all cancer treat¬ 
ment institutions on board. 

“The initiative will be ta¬ 
ken forward based on the 
standard operating proce¬ 
dures set by IIT Madras and 
guidance from ICMR. The 
grid will have four parts, 
with the country divided in¬ 
to east, west, north and 
south,” said Mr. Choubey on 
the sidelines of the launch 
of the campaign War 
Against Cancer at Sri Ra- 
makrishna Hospital, 
Coimbatore.

According to the Minister, 
the first set of 350 genomic 
data of stomach and breast 
cancer patients developed 
from the 3,000 samples at 
NCTB will be released by the 
end of October. 

He said that the govern¬ 
ment was on a mission to 
achieve the target of one 
doctor for every 1,000 peo¬ 
ple, a standard ratio set by 
the WHO, by 2022, against 
the current ratio of 1/1,400. 
Also, the government plans 
to increased the number of 
MBBS seats in the country 
from 42,000 to one lakh. 

Replying to a question on 
widespread protests on the 
constitution of the National 
Medical Commission, the 
Minister said that the NMC 
Act will set new standards in 
medical education and 
healthcare through the in¬ 
troduction of community 
health provider and Nation¬ 
al Exit Test (NEXT), which 
will examine the capability 
of MBBS graduates before 
they are admitted to post¬ 
graduate courses or chose 
practising. 

Stating that work on the

Days after the constitution of 
an expert committee by 
Andhra Pradesh Pollution 
Control Board (APPCB) to 
study the impacts of radioac¬ 
tivity on environment 
around Thummalapalle pro¬ 
ject in YSR Kadapa district, 
the Akhila Bharata Rythu 
Coolie Sangham, Andhra 
Pradesh chapter, has sub¬ 
mitted a memorandum to 
the Uranium Corporation of 
India Limited (UCIL) repre¬ 
senting local farmers. 

Urging the UCIL to stop 
mining activity, the memo¬ 
randum stated that the go¬ 
vernment has gone against 
the Supreme Court order, 
which makes it mandatory 
to take locals’ opinion be¬ 
fore taking up uranium min¬ 
ing. The UCIL is spending ov¬ 
er one lakh crore on 13 
uranium mines across the 


country - Chennakesavula- 
gutta, Pandra, Amrabad, 
Thummalapalli and other 
places in Nalgonda, Meh- 
boobnagar, Kadapa and 
Guntur in A.P. and Telanga¬ 
na States, according to the 
two-page note. 

The farmers’ society ex¬ 
pressed dismay over initia¬ 
tion of mining activity in 
21,000 acres by digging over 
4,000 borewells in Nallama- 
la forest region, without hav¬ 
ing required permissions 
from the Forest Depart¬ 
ment. “Continuation of min¬ 
ing will have dire conse¬ 
quences,” warned the 
society in the statement and 
added that such an activity 
will destroy the biodiversity 
and may lead to the extinc¬ 
tion of Chenchu Adivasi 
tribes in the region. 

“At a time the advanced 
countries like Russia and Ja¬ 
pan are shutting down the 


nuclear power plants, we 
are being euphoric about 
such a destructive activity,” 
the memorandum said. 

Following protests from 
local farmers in and around 
Thummalapalle in YSR Ka¬ 
dapa district and complaints 
by MP Y.S. Avinash Reddy 
and retired senior scientist 
from the Indian Institute of 
Chemical Technology K. Ba- 
bu Rao, the APPCB has set 
up an expert committee to 
study the impact of uranium 
mining in the region. 

The nine-member com¬ 
mittee is expected to study 
the impact at Thummala¬ 
palle project, Velpula, Medi- 
pentla and Kottala villages, 
Vemula (M) in Kadapa dis¬ 
trict. The committee will be 
inspecting the industry and 
surroundings on September 
9 and 10, and submit a re¬ 
port on September 11 to 
APPCB.

Families refuse to leave villages along Narmada 

As water level continues to rise in the Sardar Sarovar Dam, the swelling backwaters have submerged several settlements

Hiralal Solanki is waiting for 
the backwaters in the swell¬ 
ing Narmada to recede so 
that he can return home. 
Cooped up in a 10 feet-by-10 
tin shelter at a relief camp 
with two younger brothers, a 
sister-in-law, and an assort¬ 
ment of recovered house¬ 
hold items stacked around, 
he refuses to leave for Guja¬ 
rat, where his parents were 
resettled more than two de¬ 
cades ago. 

Just eight, and a minor, in 
1994, when his parents were 
given a five-acre plot in 
Panchmahal district, 192 km 
away, he and his siblings 
were left behind in the care 
of relatives. 

Today, leaving behind two 
shops and a ramshackle hut 
at Kotda village in Madhya 
Pradesh’s Dhar district that 
faces submersion, the fami¬ 
lies of Mr. Solanki and 130 


others have shifted to the 
camp set up by the Narmada 
Valley Development Authori¬ 
ty (NVDA) in the neighbour¬ 
ing Nisarpur, which too is 
facing submergence. 

Uncertainty remains 

As Gujarat continues to raise 
storage at the Sardar Sarovar 
Dam at a menacing pace, 
those residing in 178 affected 
upstream villages of Madhya 
Pradesh stare at uncertainty. 
On Saturday, the level in the 
dam had risen to 135.9m, 
well above the 135m, that 
was to be filled by the end of 
this month as per the sche¬ 
dule prescribed by the Nar¬ 
mada Control Authority 
(NCA). 

Now, Mr. Solanki sits on 
the street selling ‘paan’, 
made possible with the help 
of some capital from a camp 
neighbour, who lent 
£20,000 at 5% interest. “I 
make just £50-60 a day now. 


Previously, it was £,500,” he 
said. “Back at the village, the 
same friend lent us money at 
no interest.” 

“The allotted land is arid 
and we’re treated like outsid¬ 
ers in Gujarat,” said Mr. So¬ 


lanki’s mother Durga Bai, 
who has come on a visit to 
care for her youngest son, 
who is suffering from 
typhoid. 

“We don’t know their lan¬ 
guage, and are often not al¬ 


lowed to pass through their 
fields.” 

Nowhere to go 

Rajesh Bhagole, 29, an agri¬ 
cultural labourer who shifted 
with his wife to the camp on 
July 12 from Nisarpur, said, 
“Why should we shift el¬ 
sewhere when we were born 
here, studied here and vote 
here? I received no land 
when my father did. We have 
nowhere else to go. So, we’ll 
return to our houses when 
the water recedes.” 

As they had limited space 
to themselves, Mr. Bhagole 
explained that they had rent¬ 
ed a room separately for 
£,000 a month to store hou¬ 
sehold goods. 

“Rehabilitated people 
continue to live in acquired 
houses [that the project 
authorities had acquired],” 
said Pawan Kumar Sharma, 
Commissioner, Narmada Val¬ 
ley Development Authority 


(NVDA). “We can’t force 
them to shift. Therefore, 
they usually return once the 
water recedes.” 

According to the NVDA, of 
the 37,729 project affected fa¬ 
milies in Madhya Pradesh, 
while 32,174 had been reha¬ 
bilitated in Madhya Pradesh, 
5,555 had been resettled in 
Gujarat. Recently, the Mad¬ 
hya Pradesh government ad¬ 
mitted that more villages in 
the State were facing sub¬ 
mergence than estimated 
earlier. 

At a makeshift school in 
the camp, 150 students shift 
to a neighbouring gaushala 
whenever the heat makes 
the tin classrooms with no 
fans, impossible to sit in. 

“I am waiting to return to 
my village school where we 
had fans,” said Payal Verma, 
who is staying at the camp 
with her parents, who are 
agricultural labourers, and a 
brother and grandparents.

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ISRO decoding the 
crash of Vikram lander 


Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi, Principal Scientific 
Adviser K. VijayRaghavan 
and former ISRO chairmen 
were in the mission control 
room of ISTRAC at the land¬ 
ing manoeuvre got under¬ 
way. A success would have 
made India only the fourth 
country to place a space¬ 
craft on the moon after the 
former USSR, the U.S. and 
China, and also the first to 
reach close to the lunar 
South Pole. 

ISRO has now shifted its 
focus to making the best use 
of the fully functional orbi- 
ter 100 km above the moon. 
The orbiter carries eight of 
the 13 Indian payloads - 
three others were on the 
lander and two on the rover 
Pragyan sitting within it. 

Life increased 

In an interview to Doordar- 
shan, ISRO Chairman K. Si- 
van said the life of the orbi¬ 
ter was now 7.5 years 
instead of the earlier one 
year as its fuel had been 
used economically. It car¬ 


ries a camera with a resolu¬ 
tion of 0.3 m, the best ever 
used in a lunar mission so 
far. 

Soon after the loss of the 
link, an ISRO official said 
that over the next 14 sun-lit 
earth days, the scientists 
would try to revive its earth 
link. In a series of 27 tweets 
in the afternoon, Dr. Vijay¬ 
Raghavan said, “90 to 95% 
of the mission objectives 
have been accomplished 
and [Chandrayaan-2] will 
continue to contribute to lu¬ 
nar science notwithstand¬ 
ing the loss of communica¬ 
tion with the lander.” 

ISRO echoed the views la¬ 
ter saying the orbiter’s “pre¬ 
cise launch and mission 
management have ensured 
a long life of almost seven 
years instead of the planned 
one year.” 

Dr. VijayRaghavan hailed 
the project review teams 
who resumed work after the 
lander’s failure. “They are 
already addressing causes 
and learning from the 
events,” he said. 


We won’t stop, Prime

He assured his support for 
future endeavours of the or¬ 
ganisation. “I want to tell 
our scientists, India is with 
you. You are exceptional 
professionals. You have gi¬ 
ven your best always and 
will give us more reasons to 
do so in future.” 

President Ramnath Ko- 
vind, who was present at 
Sriharikota when the Chan- 
drayaan-2 was originally 
scheduled to launch in July, 
tweeted: “With #Chan- 
drayaan2 Mission, the entire 
team of ISRO has shown ex¬ 
emplary commitment and 
courage. The country is 
proud of @ISRO. We all 
hope for the best.” 

Vice-President Venkaiah 
Naidu tweeted: “There is 
nothing to despair. ISRO on¬ 
ly lost communication with 
the lander & not the hopes 
of 1.3 billion Indians. The or¬ 


biter with its payloads is per¬ 
forming its mission.” 

Mr. Modi was present at 
the ISRO Telemetry Centre, 
which was tracking the lan¬ 
der, during its crucial des¬ 
cent onto the moon. After a 
hiatus when it looked un¬ 
likely that there would be a 
signal from Vikram, the 
Prime Minister spent time 
with ISRO Chairman K. Si- 
van and children at the ve¬ 
nue, who had won a quiz 
contest, and left. 

He returned at 8 a.m. - 
an event planned well in ad¬ 
vance - and spoke for over 
half hour commending the 
scientists’ efforts and urged 
them to persevere with fu¬ 
ture missions. Minutes be¬ 
fore he left the venue, Mr. Si- 
van - who accompanied 
him to the waiting car - 
broke down and Mr. Modi 
hugged and patted him.

NEW DELHI 

With the United Nations Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, the UN Hu¬ 
man Rights Council, the Eu¬ 
ropean Parliament and the 
U.S. Congress all scheduled 
to make references to the sit¬ 
uation in Kashmir in Septem¬ 
ber, the government has 
been working on a compre¬ 
hensive diplomatic strategy 
to counter the concerns over 
the dilution of Article 370, 
the communication shut¬ 
down, detentions and al¬ 
leged excesses by security 
forces in Kashmir, several of¬ 
ficials involved in the plan¬ 
ning told The Hindu. 

“It’s all hands on deck for 
this month,” said a senior di¬ 
plomat, who pointed to the 
diplomatic outreach over 
Kashmir as the reason for the 
cancellation of the 10th an¬ 
nual Heads of Mission (Am¬ 
bassadors and High Commis¬ 
sioners) conference of the 
External Affairs Ministry, 
scheduled for September 13 
to 15. The conference was 
due to be organised at the 
Statue of Unity in Gujarat, 
confirmed a Gujarat govern¬ 
ment official, who asked not 
to be named. The State auth¬ 
orities were making prepara¬ 
tions for the conference. 

“All our missions have 
been told to proactively 
work with respective govern¬ 
ments on keeping the narra¬ 


tive on Kashmir positive,” 
the diplomat said. He indi¬ 
cated that the preparations 
would lead up to Prime Mi¬ 
nister Narendra Modi’s ad¬ 
dress to the UN General As¬ 
sembly on September 27. 

However, when asked, the 
Ministry spokesperson de¬ 
nied the cancellation of the 
conference. He said the 
dates for it were “only being 
discussed internally”. 

Jaishankar’s task 

External Affairs Minister S. 
Jaishankar has been tasked 
with speaking to his counter¬ 
parts in different regions, in¬ 


cluding Europe, where he vi¬ 
sited the European Union 
headquarters in Brussels, 
Hungary and Poland last 
week. The Minister will tra¬ 
vel to South East Asia this 
week to reassure countries 
that might otherwise express 
concerns at the international 
fora. 

Despite the visit, the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament had seen 
one session of its Foreign Af¬ 
fairs Committee on Septem¬ 
ber 3, where MEPs (Mem¬ 
bers of the European 
Parliament) raised specific 
concerns over the restric¬ 
tions in Jammu and Kashmir. 


EU officials say they cannot 
rule out another meeting. 

Mr. Jaishankar, National 
Security Adviser Ajit Doval 
and Foreign Secretary Vijay 
Gokhale have been meeting 
various groups of envoys in 
Delhi in the past week to 
keep them briefed on the 
situation. 

A special Ministry team, 
led by Ajay Bisaria, who was 
recently expelled as India’s 
High Commissioner to Pakis¬ 
tan, has been dispatched to 
Geneva for several weeks to 
work with the local embassy 
on countering any plans for a 
resolution or negative refe¬ 


rences to Kashmir during the 
session from September 9 to 
27. The team is “meeting key 
stakeholders, including all 
Human Rights Council mem¬ 
bers, to explain our positions 
and counter Pakistani propa¬ 
ganda,” an official said. 

President’s mission 

President Ram Nath Kovind 
is expected to deliver the 
same message during a 
week-long visit to Switzer¬ 
land, Slovenia and Iceland. 
His trip to Switzerland will 
coincide with the start of the 
UN Human Rights Council 
session in Geneva, and a 
statement issued by the 
Swiss Federal Department of 
Foreign Affairs said the “sit¬ 
uation in Kashmir and In¬ 
dia’s regional situation” were 
on the agenda for talks bet¬ 
ween Mr. Kovind and his 
Swiss counterpart, Ueli 
Maurer, in Bern on Septem¬ 
ber 13. 

“Each of these countries 
has its own concerns. So this 
is a very good setting to hear 
it at the highest level what 
our perspective is and what 
is there,” the Secretary 
(West) of the External Affairs 
Ministry said on Friday, 
when asked about the talks 
on Kashmir. 

Of particular concern 
were a series of articles in in¬ 
ternational publications, in¬ 
cluding The Washington 


Post, The New York Times, 
The Wall Street Journal, the 
BBC, The Economist, The In¬ 
dependent and The Guar¬ 
dian and other British and 
American news outlets, an 
official said, adding that the 
government had been moni¬ 
toring them closely. Accord¬ 
ing to one survey, more than 
80% of the news coverage on 
Jammu and Kashmir has 
been “critical” of the govern¬ 
ment’s moves, and one study 
counted more than 65 arti¬ 
cles in The Washington Post 
and The New York Times 
alone, most of which did not 
favour New Delhi’s view of 
the situation. 

“Some of our detractors 
are spreading false rumours, 
including through the U.S. 
media, and it is malicious in 
nature,” Indian Ambassador 
Harsh Vardhan Shringla told 
The Washington Times, on 
Thursday. 

Mr. Doval, who is normal¬ 
ly reclusive, was tasked with 
speaking to the foreign 
press. He held a briefing on 
Saturday for a group that in¬ 
cluded the NYT, the Post, Fi¬ 
nancial Times, AFP and oth¬ 
ers, even as the government 
braces for more political ac¬ 
tivity in Washington once 
Congress and the Senate re¬ 
convene for their session 
from September 9 to 27.

Arun Kumar said over 200 
delegates of 35 RSS affiliates 
were taking part at the meet¬ 


ing. Prominent among these 
groups are the Swadeshi Jag- 
aran Manch, the Bharatiya 
Mazdoor Sangh, the Seema 
Jagaran Manch, the Laghu 
Udyog Bharati and the Bha¬ 
ratiya Kisan Sangh.

The Jammu & Kashmir go¬ 
vernment on Saturday com¬ 
pletely banned Muharram 
processions - where Shia 
Muslims observe the mar¬ 
tyrdom of Prophet Muham¬ 
mad’s grandson 1400 years 
ago - in Kashmir in view of 
the restrictions imposed af¬ 
ter the revocation of J&K’s 
special status. 

“In view of the imposi¬ 
tion of Section 144 of the 
CrPC and in order to avoid 
any loss to life and property, 
the government has decided 
that no procession shall be 
allowed in district Srinagar 


on Muharram 8th, 9th, 10th, 
which fall on September 8, 
9,10 respectively,” said the 
government order. 

Traditionally, Shias 
would carry out a huge pro¬ 
cession from Lai Chowk to 
Dalgate. It was banned in 
1989 as militancy broke out. 

However, large proces¬ 
sions would be allowed in all 
Shia-majority areas of Zadi- 
bal, Budgam and Hasnabad. 

The government move 
comes after Shia Muslims 
clashed with security forces 
and raised pro-freedom slo¬ 
gans in Srinagar’s Hasnabad 
area and parts of Budgam 
district in the past 24 hours. 


‘Most Kashmiris support 
decision on Article 370’ 


“If anybody is interested in 
restoring normalcy in Jam¬ 
mu and Kashmir, it is India,” 
Mr. Doval said. “We will not 
allow people to become vic¬ 
tims of Pakistan’s machina¬ 
tions and its bullets sent 
across the border. We will 
do everything in power to 
protect the people,” he said. 

Asked about the alleged 
human rights abuses by the 
Army, Mr. Doval pointed out 
that only the local police 
and Central paramilitary 
forces were deployed to 
maintain law and order. 
“So, there is no question of 
atrocities by the Army, 
whose job is only to fight ter¬ 
rorists.” 

Infiltration worries 

He said that according to in¬ 
telligence reports, some 230 
terrorists were recorded in 
Pakistan-occupied Kashmir, 
some of whom had sneaked 
in to create trouble, which 
included intimidating trad¬ 
ers and local populace to 
prevent them from going 
about their business. 

Mr. Doval cited the case 
of two Punjabi-speaking ter¬ 
rorists whose conversations 
with their Pakistani han¬ 
dlers were intercepted in 
which they were reprimand¬ 
ed for not doing their job 
properly and warned that 
Pakistan would “send them 
bangles” if they didn’t do so¬ 
mething quickly. 

Thereafter, the two men 
went to the residence of 
prominent fruit merchant in 
Sopore Hamidullah Rather 
to intimidate him on Friday. 
Not finding him there, the 
terrorists shot and injured 
his 25-year-old son, Moham¬ 
mad Irshad, in the thigh, 
and Irshad’s granddaughter 
Asma Jaan, who was critical. 
She would be brought to 



New Delhi for treatment, 
Mr. Doval said. 

“Terror is the only instru¬ 
ment Pakistan has to create 
unrest in Kashmir.” Normal¬ 
cy in Kashmir could be res¬ 
tored if “Pakistan starts be¬ 
having” and stops 
“indulging in subversive 
propaganda,” he noted. 

Asked what India would 
do if Pakistan continued 
with its ways, he said “there 
is a solution to every pro¬ 
blem.” He did not elaborate. 

Mr. Doval justified the 
restrictions imposed on mo¬ 
bile phone and Internet ser¬ 
vices, saying they could ea¬ 
sily be used by Pakistan and 
terrorists for subversive ac¬ 
tivities, but the denial of 
these services should not 
prevent people from going 
about their lives. “Even be¬ 
fore Internet came into our 
lives, people were going 
about their lives doing busi¬ 
ness,” he said, while ack¬ 
nowledging that people 
were unhappy with these 
restrictions. 

“In any society, people al¬ 
ways want more than what 
they have. But to us their life 
is more important,” he said, 
adding that 92.5% of the ge¬ 
ographical area of Jammu & 
Kashmir was now without 
restrictions. 

Article 370 was nothing 
but a millstone round the 
neck of Kashmir. It was pre¬ 
venting people from having 
equal rights that other In¬ 
dians had. For example, it 
prevented many laws from 
being applied to Kashmir, 
such as the Right to Educa¬ 
tion, women’s rights and mi¬ 
nimum wages. It was only a 
tool of the political class to 
make money through cor¬ 
ruption. “For the common 
man, there was nothing,” he 
said.

Militants fire at child, 
three others in Sopore 


Trader’s defiance said to be the trigger

Unidentified gunmen 
opened fire and injured four 
persons - a 5-year-old girl 
and three fruit growers - in 
north Kashmir’s Baramulla 
district on Friday night, trig¬ 
gering panic among the ap¬ 
ple traders. 

Police officials said two 
local fruit growers, Muham¬ 
mad Ashraf and Muham¬ 
mad Ramzan, were stopped 
by two armed militants 
around 9 p.m. on Friday 
when they were travelling in 
a car in the periphery of the 
Sopore town. They were 
asked to identify the house 
of a prominent fruit grower 
of the Sopore apple mandi, 
Hamidullah Rather, a resi¬ 
dent of Dangerpora area. 

“The militants barged in¬ 
to the house of Mr. Rather 
when his son Irshad opened 
the door. They first opened 
fire at the two apple traders 
accompanying them. Later, 
Irshad and his five-year-old 
daughter were also fired 
upon,” the officials said. 

Mr. Irshad, who was ad¬ 
mitted to a hospital in Srina¬ 


gar, quoted the gunmen as 
saying they took this action 
because Mr. Rather had 
opened his fruit shop inside 
the Sopore mandi despite 
warnings issued to all fruit 
traders in the area. 

All the victims were hit in 
the legs and were shifted to 
hospitals in Srinagar. The 
five-year-old girl, Asma Jan, 
is in a state of shock at the 
Sher-i-Kashmir Institute of 
Medical Sciences. “The doc¬ 
tors suggest she is stable,” 
said a relative. Srinagar De¬ 
puty Commissioner Shahid 
Chaudhary offered the fami¬ 
ly an air ambulance to shift 
her to Delhi for specialised 
treatment. 

A senior police officer 
said, “The attack was to in¬ 
stil fear in the fruit traders.” 

On August 29, suspected 
militants opened fire in Sri¬ 
nagar’s Parim Pora area and 
killed a civilian. 

Sopore, also called Apple 
Town, is nearing the peak of 
the apple season. The auth¬ 
orities said around 400 fruit 
trucks leave Kashmir on a 
daily basis, which is up from 
120 trucks a fortnight ago. 


An attempt to silence me, says Shehla 


FIR is frivolous 
and politically 
motivated: activist

It was alleged that Ms. 
Rashid was spreading misin¬ 
formation on human rights

Army, following the withdra¬ 
wal of Article 370. 

Ms. Rashid, however, 
maintained that her tweets 
were based on inputs re¬ 
ceived from locals in Kash¬ 
mir. “In a situation where re¬ 
porters are not allowed to 
report, media, social media, 
telephonic and postal com¬ 
munication are gagged, it is 
important to put out narra¬ 
tives of the people, so that 
the people in the rest of In¬ 
dia know what is happening 
there,” read the statement. 

‘No motive but truth’ 

While stating that she is a 
political activist who was 


“doing her job,” Ms. Rashid 
added that on the Twitter 
thread posted by her, she 
had acknowledged the “pos¬ 
itive work of the administra¬ 
tion” as well. 

The statement added, “I 
have highlighted the positive 
work of the administration 
in ensuring facilities to the 
people. That itself is proof 
enough that I have no motive 
except to shine light on the 
truth, which is corroborated 
by media reports published 
in India and elsewhere.” 

Mr. Srivastava, in his com¬ 
plaint, said the forces had 
denied her allegations as 
baseless and unverified. 


Spat in M.P. goes to disciplinary panel

Gandhi to explain his side of 
the story. 

“The president is upset 
with the latest develop¬ 
ments. The issue has been 
handed over to the A.K. An¬ 
tony committee,” Mr. Nath 
told presspersons after 
meeting the party chief. 

Mr. Singhar had described 
Mr. Singh as “Super CM” af¬ 
ter he started writing to Mi¬ 
nisters asking for “reports 


on development work and 
follow-up on his 
recommendations”. 

“What is wrong in the let¬ 
ter if I want to know about 
the action on these letters in 
accordance with law. This is 
my responsibility as an MP,” 
Mr. Singh said earlier. 

For the past one week, the 
State unit has virtually faced 
an implosion with MLAs and 
Ministers targeting their col¬ 
leagues over charges of 
corruption. 

Apart from Mr. Singhar, 
Gohad MLA Ranbir Jatav and 
Ambah MLA Kamlesh Jatav 
had made startling allega¬ 
tions against State Health Mi¬ 
nister Tulsiram Silawat. 

Many lawmakers have 
gone public about rampant 
corruption involving sand 
mafia and liquor vends. 

“We campaigned against 
these issues during the Shiv-

Upset with the infighting, 
Ms. Gandhi earlier in the day 
had also summoned party 
State in-charge Dipalc Baba- 
ria.

The anticipation across the 
country to watch Chan- 
drayaan-2’s lander Vikram 
set down on the moon was 
akin to the feverish wait of a 
sports fan prior to a big 
game. 

By nightfall on Friday, 
#Chandrayaan2 was on top 
of the India Twitter trends 
with about 1,00,000 tweets 
every hour. National Geo¬ 
graphic had roped in a form¬ 
er NASA astronaut for its live 
telecast of the event. 

Celebrities across the 
world - including astro¬ 
physicist Neil deGrasse Ty¬ 
son and entrepreneur Jeff 
Bezos - cheered for India in 
its second lunar exploration 
mission. 

Some 400 journalists 
gathered at a makeshift me¬ 
dia centre in an expansive 
lawn at the ISRO Telemetry, 
Tracking and Command 
Network (ISTRAC) in 
Bengaluru. 

Television reporters and 
camera persons jostled to 
get the best shots. A few oth 
ers were mining informa¬ 
tion from a few scientists 
and science writers present. 

Defining moment 

Four hundred metres away, 
at the Mission Operations 
Complex (MOX), ISRO scien¬ 
tists, headed by Chairman 
K. Sivan, were awaiting the 
defining moment of their 
years-long work. As the 
space vehicle approached 
its destination, the women 
and men who had toiled on 
it, were hoping and continu¬ 
ing to work for its successful 
soft-landing. Accompanying 
the scientists at the MOX 


were Prime Minister Naren¬ 
dra Modi, government offi¬ 
cials and 60 students from 
classes 8 to 10, who had won 
an online quiz of the ISRO. 

“The entire world awaits 
the data from Chan- 
drayaan-2,” Dr. Sivan had 
said on the eve of the land¬ 
ing. 

But the soft-landing itself. 
Dr. Sivan had hinted, was 
usually a suspense thriller. 
“[It] is extremely complex, 
and we will experience ap¬ 
proximately 15 minutes of 
terror,” he had said after of¬ 
fering prayers at Tirumala 
on July 13. 

Expectant silence 

As Chandrayaan-2’s lander 
Vikram (named after Vik¬ 
ram Sarabhai) began its des¬ 
cent, an expectant silence 
prevailed on the ISTRAC 
campus, with a hush falling 
over the voluble media 
centre. Even the Prime Mi¬ 
nister’s hitherto beaming 
face suddenly grew solemn. 

Around 1.50 a.m. on Sa¬ 
turday, when Vikram began 
its vertical descent phase. 
Dr. Sivan conveyed a mes¬ 
sage to the Prime Minister. 

Ten minutes later when 
Mr. Modi left his seat, the 
media guessed something 
was wrong. 

But there was no official 
announcement. Suspense 
mounted. At 2.16 a.m., Dr. 
Sivan, with a slight shake in 
his voice, said, “Vikram lan¬ 
der descent was as planned 
and normal performance 
observed up to an altitude 
of 2.1 km. Subsequently, 
communications from lan¬ 
der to ground station was 
lost. The data is being 
analysed.”

Home Minister Amit Shah 
said the ISRO’s achievement 
in getting Chandrayaan-2 so 
far had made every Indian 
proud. 


Congress leader Rahul 
Gandhi praised the scientists 
for their “incredible work”, 
and wished for more path¬ 
breaking discoveries. 

“Your passion & dedica¬ 
tion is an inspiration to every 
Indian. Your work is not in 
vain. It has laid the founda¬ 
tion for many more path 
breaking & ambitious Indian 
space missions,” Mr. Gandhi 
tweeted.

Landers are always on a slippery slope 

Only on April 11, Beresheet, an Israeli private mission, crashed on the moon

It could be weeks before the 
Indian Space Research Or¬ 
ganisation (ISRO) reveals 
what precisely prevented 
lander Vikram from making 
a smooth touchdown on the 
moon, but the most recent 
failure of a similar sort is Be¬ 
resheet, a private moon mis¬ 
sion by Israeli non-profit or¬ 
ganisation SpacelL. It 
crashed on the lunar surface 
on April 11. 

Beresheet was launched 
aboard a Falcon rocket made 
by the U.S.-based Space X, 
and at $100 million (^700 
crore approximately), it was 
cheaper than Chandrayaan-2 
that cost about $140 million 
(^980 crore approximately). 
Beresheet’s journey lasted 
49 days, compared to ISRO’s 
46. 

The Israeli spacecraft had 


a rocky journey through 
space. However, telemetry 
data suggested that the lan¬ 
der was performing well un¬ 
til about 500 metres from its 
scheduled touchdown on 
the moon. The gyroscope 
engine that keeps the space¬ 
craft oriented and regulates 
its speed reportedly failed 
and given that the object was 
plummeting at nearly 500 


lcmph, was impossible to 
control by earth-bound 
scientists. 

“The key challenge of lan¬ 
ders is the large communica¬ 
tion lag once it starts des¬ 
cending. The NASA’s Mars 
mission had its equivalent 
seven minutes of terror like 
the ISRO’s 15 minutes of to¬ 
day... This is a technological 
limitation that, even in prin¬ 


ciple, cannot be overcome,” 
according to Jatan Mehta, 
science writer and a former 
science officer with Team In¬ 
dus, a private space-based 
company once set to launch 
a lander mission from India. 

A key challenge with un¬ 
derstanding what precisely 
went wrong with Vikram is 
that there is no ‘black box’ 
that can be retrieved or exa¬ 
mined as in the case of a 
plane crash. Scientists can 
only rely on telemetry data 
that was beamed. “While 
complex, the causes can be 
determined though because 
landers everywhere have si¬ 
milar basic features - like a 
car,” Mr. Mehta reckoned. 

China for its part has had 
the most recent successes 
with landers with its Chang’e 
3 and Chang’e 4 in 2013 and 
2018 both landing on the 
moon as planned. 


Launches to 
resume in 
October: Sivan

tine missions starting the 
end of October, Chairman

jects. RISAT-2B was the last 
to be launched on May 22. 

ISRO would take up Car- 
tosat-3, a high-resolution 
earth observation satellite, 
in October. Within a week 
of it it would launch RI- 
SAT-2BR1. 

Work would continue on 
the flagship Gaganyaan 
crewed mission set for 
2022, he said.

The Chandrayaan-2 mission will 
“absolutely have no impact” on 
ISRO’s ambitious manned mis¬ 
sion Gaganyaan, scheduled to 
be launched in 2022, an Indian 
Space Research Organisation

P.G. Diwakar, who was earlier 
Scientific Secretary at the space 
agency and is now the Director 
of Earth Observations Applica¬ 


tions and Disaster Management 
Programme Office at the ISRO 
headquarters in Bengaluru, 
said both Chandrayaan and Ga¬ 
ganyaan had different objec¬ 
tives and dimensions. 

Zero impact 

“There will be absolutely no 
problem at all. It will have no 
impact. The satellite missions as 
well as the human space flight 
mission will go very smoothly 
without any problem. Each mis¬ 



sion is of a different type,” he 
said. Mr. Diwakar, however, de¬ 
clined to comment on the rea¬ 
sons behind the glitches faced 


during the landing of Chan- 
drayaan-2.

Besides this, the ISRO will al¬ 
so launch Aditya L-l, India’s first 
solar mission, by next year. 

There are plans to build a 


space station and launch inter¬ 
planetary missions to Mars and 
Venus. 

Mr. Diwakar said Chan¬ 
drayaan had its own challenges 
while the other missions would 
have different objectives. 

While the Chandrayaan-2 
mission was meant for soft- 
landing of Vikram on the lunar 
surface, Gaganyaan’s mandate 
will be to send astronauts to 
space and bring them back to 
earth safely.

Iran breaches deal, fires 
up advanced centrifuges 

Move will help it increase n-stockpile

Iran said on Saturday that it 
has fired up advanced cen¬ 
trifuges to boost its enriched 
uranium stockpiles, in the 
latest scaling back of com¬ 
mitments under a crum¬ 
bling 2015 nuclear deal. 

The Islamic republic was 
acting on a threat to further 
abandon its nuclear com¬ 
mitments based on a dea¬ 
dline it set for European 
powers to do something to 
shield it from U.S. sanctions. 

The country’s Atomic 
Energy Organisation spo¬ 
kesman Behrouz Kamalvan- 
di said it had activated 20 
IR-4 and 20 IR-6 advanced 
centrifuges. “The centrifuge 
machines, as they are en¬ 
gaged in research and deve¬ 
lopment, will help with in¬ 
creasing the stockpile,” he 
said. “The capacity of these 
machines is many times 
more than the previous ma¬ 
chines. This started as of 
yesterday (Friday),” he said. 

Under the 2015 Joint 
Comprehensive Plan of Ac¬ 
tion (JCPOA), Iran was al¬ 
lowed to enrich uranium us-

ing only first generation - or 
IR-1 - centrifuges. Iran also 
said on Saturday that it was 
capable of enriching urani¬ 
um beyond 20% but for now 
it had no plans to do so. 
“Our plan is that if the other 
parties act on their commit¬ 
ments, we too return to our 
commitments,” said Mr. 
Kamalvandi. 

Despite the decision to 
further step back from the 
2015 deal, Mr. Kamalvandi 
said Iran would allow the In¬ 
ternational Atomic Energy 
Agency to continue moni¬ 
toring its nuclear pro¬ 
gramme, as it has done un¬ 
der the 2015 accord.

Iran seized a boat and ar¬ 
rested 12 Filipinos as it bust¬ 
ed a “fuel-smuggling ring” 
in the Strait of Hormuz on 
Saturday, the semi-official 
news agency ISNA reported. 

“A foreign tugboat was 
confiscated as well as 
2,83,900 litres (75,000 gal¬ 
lons) of petrol worth 233.71 
billion rials (about $2 mil¬ 
lion),” ISNA said, citing the 
Coast Guard chief in the 


southern province of 
Hormozgan. 

“Twelve Philippine na¬ 
tionals were arrested and 
the relevant judiciary offi¬ 
cials are currently taking the 
required legal measures,” 
Major Hossein Dehaki was 
quoted as saying. 

Earlier, Iran’s Islamic Re¬ 
volutionary Guard Corps 
detained a “foreign tanker” 
in Gulf waters on July 14 for 
allegedly smuggling contra¬ 
band fuel.

The Afghan government on 
Saturday welcomed a pledge 
by the Pentagon that the U.S. 
would only accept a “good 
deal” from the Taliban after a 
wave of insurgent attacks 
sparked concerns of a hasty 
U.S. withdrawal. 

During a wide ranging 
press conference in Paris 
earlier on Saturday, U.S. De¬ 
fense Secretary Mark Esper 
sought to allay fears that 


Washington was looking for 
a quick exit from Afghanis¬ 
tan as it inches closer to a po¬ 
tential deal with the Taliban. 

“My view, the U.S. view is 
that the best way forward is a 
political agreement and 
that’s what we’re working di¬ 
ligently on right now,” Mr. 
Esper told reporters. 

“That doesn’t mean we’ll 
take any deal, but we want to 
make sure we have a good 
deal, a good enough deal 
that guarantees at least the 


security of our countries go¬ 
ing forward and a brighter 
future for the Afghan 
people.” 

Multiple attacks 

The remarks were greeted 
warmly in Afghanistan 
where the Taliban in the past 
week has attacked several 
provincial capitals and tar¬ 
geted Kabul with suicide 
bombers. “The Afghan Go¬ 
vernment welcomes the lat¬ 
est remarks made by the 


Pentagon Chief on Afg peace 
process,” presidential spo¬ 
kesman Sediq Sediqqi wrote 
on Twitter. “We echo the 
need for sustainable peace, 
end of violence and a mea¬ 
ningful peace that would 
guarantee the security of Af¬ 
ghanistan and its allies.” 

Kabul has been gripped by 
a surge in deadly violence 
even after the U.S. and the in¬ 
surgents reached an agree¬ 
ment “in principle” that 
would see the U.S. pull thou¬ 


sands of troops from Afghan¬ 
istan in return for various Ta¬ 
liban security promises. 

According to parts of the 
deal made public so far, the 
Pentagon would pull about 
5,000 of its roughly 13,000 
or so troops from five bases 
across Afghanistan by early 
next year. The insurgents in 
turn will renounce al-Qaeda, 
promise to fight the Islamic 
State (IS) group and stop jiha- 
dists using Afghanistan as a 
safe haven. 


British MPs prepare for legal 
action to enforce Brexit delay 

Lawmakers to go to court if Johnson defies Parliament

British lawmakers are pre¬ 
paring legal action in case 
Prime Minister Boris John¬ 
son tries to defy legislation 
compelling him to seek a 
further delay to Brexit, Op¬ 
position Labour Party leader 
Jeremy Corbyn said on

An Opposition Bill, which 
would force Mr. Johnson to 
ask the European Union (EU) 
for an extension to Britain’s 
departure to avoid an Oct. 31 
exit without a transition 
deal, was approved by Parlia¬ 
ment’s appointed upper 
chamber, the House of 
Lords, on Friday. Queen Eli¬ 
zabeth is expected to sign it 
into law on Monday.

The BBC said earlier that 
lawmakers, including mod¬ 
erate Conservatives expelled 
this week from their party 
for backing the Bill, have 
lined up a legal team and are 
willing to go to court to en¬ 
force the legislation if neces¬ 


sary. Mr. Johnson has said he 
has no intention of seeking 
an extension. Saturday’s Dai¬ 
ly Telegraph reported that 
the Prime Minister is pre¬ 
pared to defy Parliament’s 
instruction to request an ex¬ 
tension to the Brexit process 
if he fails to agree a new deal. 

But a former director of 
British public prosecutions 
(DPP) told Sky News that Mr. 
Johnson could face prison if 
he refuses to delay Brexit in 
the face of court action. 

Ken MacDonald said that 
legal action would result in a 
court ordering that the law 
should be followed: “A refu¬ 
sal in the face of that would 
amount to contempt of 
court, which could find that 
person in prison.”

Hong Kong police foil airport protest 

Authorities allow only airline passengers to avoid the chaos of last weekend

Hong Kong police prevented 
protesters from blocking ac¬ 
cess to the airport on Satur¬ 
day, but fired tear gas for a 
second night running in the 
city’s densely populated dis¬ 
trict of Mong Kok in the 14th 
week of unrest. 

Police checked for tickets 
and passports to allow only 
airline passengers through 
to the airport to avoid the 
chaos of last weekend, when 
activists blocked approach 
roads, threw debris on to 
train tracks and trashed the 
MTR subway station in the 
nearby new town of Tung 
Chung. Protesters also occu¬ 
pied the arrivals hall last 
month, halting and delaying 
flights, amid a series of clash¬ 
es with police. 

As night fell on Saturday, 


there were some cat-and- 
mouse stand-offs between 
protesters and police in 
Tung Chung, but no sign of 
renewed violence. 

On Friday night, hun¬ 
dreds of demonstrators, ma¬ 
ny masked and dressed in 
black, attacked MTR metro 
stations in the Mong Kok dis¬ 


trict, targeted because of te¬ 
levised scenes of police beat¬ 
ing protesters on a metro 
train on Aug. 31 as they co¬ 
wered on the floor. 

Activists, angry that the 
MTR closed stations to stop 
protesters from gathering 
and demanding CCTV foot¬ 
age of the beatings, tore 


down signs, broke turnstiles, 
set fires on the street and 
drew graffiti on walls. 

Hong Kong leader Carrie 
Lam announced concessions 
this week aimed at ending 
the protests, including for¬ 
mally scrapping a hugely un¬ 
popular extradition Bill, but 
many said the concessions 
were too little, too late. She 
said Beijing backed her “all 
the way”. But the demon¬ 
strations, which began in 
June, have long since broa¬ 
dened into calls for more de¬ 
mocracy and many protes¬ 
ters have pledged to fight on. 

Hong Kong returned to 
China in 1997 under a “one 
country, two systems” for¬ 
mula that guarantees free¬ 
doms not enjoyed on the 
mainland. Many Hong Kong 
residents fear Beijing is erod¬ 
ing that autonomy. 



Russia, Ukraine exchange prisoners 


This comes after weeks of negotiations between the sides, who have been fighting since 2014

Russia and Ukraine carried 
out a long-awaited swap of 
70 prisoners on Saturday, in 
a deal hailed by President 
Volodymyr Zelensky as a 
“first step” towards ending 
their conflict. Planes carry¬ 
ing 35 prisoners from each 
side landed simultaneously 
in Moscow and Kiev, where 
the passengers emerged un¬ 
der sunny skies. 

“We have taken the first 
step,” Mr. Zelensky said on 
the tarmac after greeting and 
hugging former prisoners. 
“We have to take all the steps 
to finish this horrible war.” 

Emotional scenes 

In emotional scenes at Kiev’s 
Boryspil airport, family 
members embraced and 
handed flowers to the form¬ 
er prisoners, many weeping 
with joy. Among those 
swapped were 24 Ukrainian 
sailors, Ukrainian filmmaker 
Oleg Sentsov and Russian- 
Ukrainian journalist Kyrylo 
Vyshynsky. 

Russian state television 
showed the Russian prison¬ 
ers emerging from the plane 


and has said ending the con¬ 
flict with Russia is his top 
priority. 

Russian President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin said this week that 
the exchange would be “a 
huge step towards normalis¬ 
ing relations” with Kiev.

at Moscow’s Vnukovo-2 air¬ 
port used for government 
flights. Ukraine’s SBU securi¬ 
ty service confirmed that 
Vladimir Tsemakh - a fight¬ 
er with Moscow-backed sep¬ 
aratists considered a key wit¬ 
ness in the downing of flight 
MH17 - was handed over to 
Russia despite pleas from 
the Netherlands. 


Anticipation had been 
building for days for the ex¬ 
change, which involved 
weeks of behind-the-scenes 
negotiations. Relations bet¬ 
ween Kiev and Moscow no¬ 
sedived in 2014 when Russia 
annexed Crimea and began 
backing separatists in the 
eastern industrial regions of 
Donetsk and Lugansk. Fight¬ 


ing there has claimed more 
than 13,000 lives over the 
past five years. 

Mr. Zelensky’s election in 
April has raised hopes that a 
stalled peace process could 
be revived. 

The comedian-turned- 
politician vowed during his 
campaign to have Ukrainian 
prisoners in Russia returned 


Important step: Moscow 

Saturday’s exchange was “a 
very important step”, Rus¬ 
sian Foreign Ministry spo¬ 
keswoman Maria Zakharova 
said. “It’s necessary to main¬ 
tain this drive to solve pro¬ 
blems as much as possible,” 
she said on Twitter. 

German Chancellor Ange¬ 
la Merkel called the swap a 
“sign of hope” and called for 
the implementation of a 
2015 ceasefire deal that Paris 
and Berlin helped broker. 

The release of Mr. Sentsov 
will be seen as a major victo¬ 
ry for Kiev. He was Ukraine’s 
most famous political pri¬ 
soner and the subject of a 
star-studded international 
campaign calling for his re¬ 
lease. He was arrested in 
2014 and had been serving a 
20-year sentence in an Arctic 
penal colony for planning 
“terrorist attacks” in Crimea.

“That is still in the hands of 
the family and the President, 
but comrade Mugabe will be 
buried at the Heroes Acre.” 

A national hero 

Located on a hilltop, the plot 
features a huge bronze statue 
of three guerrilla fighters and 
boasts black marble and gra¬ 
nite flourishes. Mugabe is 
viewed by many as a national 
hero despite decades of rule 
that left the country strug¬ 



gling. Flags flew at half-staff 
Saturday, but there were no 
public activities to mark the 
death of a man who singular¬ 
ly shaped the once-prosper- 
ous country in his own image 
and created a repressive sys¬ 
tem that some say remains 
even today. 

Reaction to his death was 
mixed, although praise ironi¬ 
cally came mostly from rul¬ 
ing party officials and mili¬ 



tary leaders. The state-run 
Herald newspaper, which vil¬ 
ified Mugabe when he was 
forced to resign and when he 
subsequently voiced support 
for the Opposition, carried 
glowing tributes. In a “com¬ 
memorative edition,” the 
paper, which often acts as a 
mouthpiece of the govern¬ 
ment, carried a montage of 
his pictures with the hea¬ 
dline - “Robert Mu- 



page and glowing reports 
throughout. 

“Whatever happened to¬ 
wards the end of his leader¬ 
ship should not be used to 
rubbish the good things that 
he did during his life,” the 
commander of the Zim¬ 
babwe Defense Forces was 
quoted as saying in a sepa¬ 
rate story in the newspaper. 

‘95 and out’ 

Others were less charitable. 
“95 and out,” read the priv¬ 
ately-owned Newsday new¬ 
spaper. “Despite his intellec¬ 
tual prowess, Mugabe’s 
failure to let go of power 
when it was time was his ma¬ 
jor undoing. In short, he was 
a liberator who turned vil¬ 
lain. Leaders need to know 
when to draw the line,” it 
said in an editorial. 

“End of an era as Mugabe 
dies, leaves Zim poor, divid¬ 
ed,” read the front page hea¬ 
dline of another newspaper, 
the Daily News. “Notwith¬ 
standing the many mistakes 
that he made, many Zimbab¬ 


weans will probably agree 
that had he not held on to 
power beyond the 1990s, he 
would today be largely re¬ 
membered as one of Africa’s 
best leaders in history,” the 
paper said in an editorial. 

Both newspapers were 
major targets of Mugabe’s vi¬ 
triol, with editors and repor¬ 
ters routinely arrested dur¬ 
ing Mugabe’s rule. 

On the streets of the capi¬ 
tal, Harare, few seemed 
bothered as people struggled 
to cope with biting economic 
problems largely blamed by 
critics on Mugabe’s rule and 
perpetuated by his successor 
and an ally who later turned 
foe. President Emmerson 
Mnangagwa. Mnangagwa 
took power in 2017 with the 
help of the military. 

“Who cares?” said Percy 
Maute, a street vendor push¬ 
ing a cart full of tomatoes 
along a busy street named af¬ 
ter the former President. “I 
don’t care. I am too busy 
looking for money to mourn 
a man who put me in this po¬ 
sition.” 


Indian couple 
lulled in U.S. 
boat accident

A U.S.-based Indian couple 
and an Indian-origin scien¬ 
tist were among the 34 pe¬ 
ople who died from smoke 
inhalation when they were 
trapped on a boat packed 
with scuba divers that 
caught fire and sank off the 
California coast, according 
to media reports. 

On Monday, a massive 
fire broke out on the 75- 
foot charter boat when the 
passengers were sleeping 
below the deck. 

The couple, Kaustubh 
Nirmal and Sanjeeri Deo- 
pujari, lived in Connecticut 
and were among the peo¬ 
ple who died aboard the 
vessel, during a three-day 
diving excursion. 

Indian-origin scientist 
Sunil Singh Sandhu was al¬ 
so there on a dive vessel 
that sank off Santa Barbara 
in California. The massive 
fire was reported to be one 
of California’s worst mari¬ 
time disasters in decades.

Merged PSBs must cut stake in insurers 

However, public sector lenders may wait for initial share offerings to get better valuation

After the merger of 10 public 
sector banks (PSBs) into 
four, two of them will hold 
over 15% stake in two diffe¬ 
rent insurance companies, 
individually. 

According to insurance 
regulations, a bank cannot 
hold more than 15% stake in 
more than one insurance 
company. 

“Having more than 15% 
stake in an insurance compa¬ 
ny gives the status of the pro¬ 
moter to the entity. One enti¬ 
ty cannot be a promoter of 
two insurance companies,” a 
senior insurance industry of¬ 
ficial said. “So, the banks 
have to completely exit one 
insurance company or cut 
stake to 15%,” the official ad¬ 
ded. Two sets of merger- 
bound PSBs will hold stakes 


in two different insurance 
companies, post the merger. 
One is Punjab National- 
Oriental Bank of Commerce- 
United Bank of India com¬ 
bine and another is the Un¬ 
ion Bank-Andhra Bank-Cor¬ 
poration Bank combine. 

In the first combine both 
PNB and OBC hold stakes in 
two different insurers. PNB 


has a 30% stake in PNB Met- 
life Life India Insurance 
Company while OBC holds 
23% in Canara-HSBC-OBC 
Life Insurance. So, the 
merged entity - PNB - will 
hold over 15% stakes in both 
the companies. 

In the second combine. 
Union Bank holds 25% stake 
in Star Union Dai-Ichi Life In¬ 


surance Company while 
Andhra Bank holds 30% 
stake in India-First Life Insu¬ 
rance Company. So, the 
merged entity - Union Bank 
- will have more than 15% in 
both the life insurers. 

However, bank officials 
said they were not in a hurry 
to cut stake as that could im¬ 
pact valuations. Banks 
would wait for an initial pu¬ 
blic offering (IPO) to offload 
stakes. 

“We are not in a hurry to 
sell stake. After the merger, 
when there is an IPO of one 
of the companies, we will re¬ 
duce stake,” said a top offi¬ 
cial from one of the merger- 
bound banks. 

Banks will have to get the 
permission of the Insurance 
Regulatory and Develop¬ 
ment Authority of India (IR- 
DAI) - the insurance regula¬ 


tor - for holding over 15% 
stake in two insurers for a 
while, that is, till the IPO. 
Bank mergers are expected 
to be completed by March 
2020 and it is unlikely insur¬ 
ers would like to hit the cap¬ 
ital markets, especially when 
the markets are choppy. 

Interestingly, PNB Metlife 
was planning an IPO last 
year but postponed its plans 
due to market conditions. 

OBC had also been plan¬ 
ning to divest stake in Cana- 
ra-HSBC-OBC Life Insurance 
last year but the plan was 
shelved. 

IDBI Bank, in which LIC 
has a majority stake, also has 
an insurance arm in IDBI- 
Federal Life Insurance in 
which it holds 48% stake. 

The bank has now started 
the process of exiting the life 
insurance company. 


S&T, Yeong Chin to make 
CNC machining centres 

Firms to invest T24 cr. in first phase

S&T Engineers of Coimba¬ 
tore and Yeong Chin Ma¬ 
chinery (YCM) Industries of 
Taiwan will jointly invest 
Z24 crore in the first phase 
to make and supply CNC 
vertical machining centres. 

D. Shanmugasundaram, 
MD, S&T, told The Hindu the 
investment would be in¬ 
creased to H00 crore in the 
next three years depending 
on the market response. 

The details of the joint 
venture are being worked 
out. “We (S&T) will have 
marketing rights across the 
country for the machining 
centres produced,” he said. 

The plant is likely to be 
commissioned here in Janu¬ 
ary. To start with, it will ma¬ 


nufacture three models of 
the machine and will ex¬ 
pand to seven models. The 
plant will have capacity to 
produce 100 machines 
though the proposal is to 
make 15 machines a year in 
the first phase, Mr. Shanmu¬ 
gasundaram said. Some 
components will be import¬ 
ed from Taiwan and in a 
couple of years, the entire 
machinery will be made 
here. The cost of the ma¬ 
chines will be considerably 
less when made in India 
compared to importing 
them from Taiwan. 

A statement said under 
the agreement signed, YCM 
and S&T Engineers will 
share financial and techno¬ 
logical resources to leverage 
the best of both companies. 


Demand environment to remain 
volatile, says Tata Motors’ MD 


‘Buyers confused, need help to take informed decisions’

“The Indian opportunity is 
about to collapse due to low 
economic activity, leading to

subdued demand, initially 
triggered by the liquidity cri¬ 
sis and the increased axle 
load regulation,” he said. 
“Customers are confused 
and need education to take 
informed decisions. We 
need to take these challeng¬ 
es as opportunities and ex¬ 


plore feasible options for us/ 
the industry, because that is 
the need of the hour,” he 
added. 

He said the company’s 
standard operating process¬ 
es had to drive supply chain 
efficiencies and with the use 
of ‘analytics and Industry 
4.0’, the company ought to 
target higher productivity, 
efficiency and effectiveness 
in operations across the en¬ 
tire value chain. 

“We have to be careful, to 
protect our future invest¬ 
ments. The winners would 
be the ones who are able to 
leverage investments in plat¬ 
form developments by ena¬ 
bling modularity and higher 
economies of scale,” the Ta¬ 
ta Motors MD said.

The government on Satur¬ 
day said it had constituted a 
high-level task force to iden¬ 
tify infrastructure projects 
for ?100 lakh-crore worth in¬ 
vestment to be made by 
2024-25 as India aims to be¬ 
come a $5-trillion economy. 

The task force, headed by 
the Economic Affairs Secre¬ 
tary, will draw up a ‘national 
infrastructure pipeline’ of 
?100 lakh-crore, the Finance 
Ministry said in a statement. 

This would include green¬ 
field and brownfield projects 
costing above ?100 crore 
each. 

The task force will com¬ 
prise secretaries from diffe¬ 
rent Ministries, senior offi¬ 
cials and the NITI Aayog 
CEO. It will identify techni¬ 
cally feasible and financially/ 
economically viable infras¬ 
tructure projects that can be 
initiated in 2019-20. 

List of projects 

Further, it has been asked to 
list the projects that can be 
included in the pipeline for 
each of the remaining five 
years between FY21 and 
FY25. 

The task force, constitut¬ 


ed by Finance Minister Nir- 
mala Sitharaman, will sub¬ 
mit its report on the pipeline 
for 2019-20 by October 31, 
2019 and on the indicative 
pipeline for 2021-25 by De- 
cember-end, the Ministry 
said. 

To achieve the target of 
scaling India’s GDP to $5 tril¬ 
lion by 2024-25, the country 
needs to spend about $1.4 
trillion (H00 lakh crore) 
from the fiscal 2019-20 to 
2024-25 on infrastructure, it 
added. 

In the past decade (fiscal 
2008-17), India invested 
about $1.1 trillion in 
infrastructure. 

Boosting investments 

The challenge is to step up 
annual infrastructure invest¬ 
ment so that lack of infras¬ 
tructure does not become a 
binding constraint on the 
growth of the Indian econo¬ 
my, the Ministry said. 

Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi, in his Independence 
Day speech, had said that 
H00 lakh crore would be in¬ 
vested in infrastructure over 
the next five years. 

These will include social 
and economic infrastructure 
projects.

‘India, U.S. trade problems solvable’ 


We have a fairly manageable basket of issues: UIBC chief

More than two months after 
Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi and U.S. President Do¬ 
nald Trump announced in 
Osaka that U.S. Trade Repre¬ 
sentative Robert Lighthizer 
and Commerce Minister Piy- 
ush Goyal should meet and 
resolve the trade impasse , 
there has been no meeting 
thus far, but U.S.-India Busi¬ 
ness Council (UIBC) presi¬ 
dent Nisha Biswal says she 
is hopeful they will meet be¬ 
fore Mr. Modi travels to the 
U.S. this month. Excerpts: 

Why have the trade 
representatives not been 
able to meet despite the 
leaders’ decisions during 
two separate meetings in the 
last three months? 

■ I think it is a really busy 
time for the United States on 
the trade front. We are also 
in the midst of an intense set 
of back-and-forths with Chi¬ 
na; you have the U.S.-Mexi- 
co-Canada Agreement be¬ 
fore the Congress. 

What has prevented the 
trade representatives (TRs) 
from getting together is a 
matter of aligning schedules. 

My understanding is both 
leaders have expressed a 
strong commitment to have 
the TRs to meet before PM 
Modi’s visit to the U.S. (Sep¬ 
tember 21-28); I am hopeful 
that will still happen. 

Once they meet, what are the 
concessions both sides must 
give in order to break the ice? 

■ I think the ‘landing zones’ 
will be the things that Amer¬ 
ican industry has identified, 
including concerns on tariffs 
on ICT, price controls on 
medical devices, things that 
the USTR has identified like 
market access to agricultural 
products, as well as issues 
the Indian side has highlight¬ 
ed, including the Sec¬ 
tion 232 tariffs (ta¬ 
riffs on steel and 
aluminum), the with¬ 
drawal of India’s GSP 
status, etc. I don’t 
think that it is that

difficult to find an agreement 
that meets the core concerns 
and moves us beyond these 
issues. Compared to trade 
negotiations the world over, 
we have a fairly manageable 
basket of issues. What is im¬ 
portant is to establish that 
we can negotiate them. 

How much is the danger of 
the USTR launching a ‘301 
investigation’ against India? 

■ One should always be 
watchful of that, but when 
you have two leaders with an 
express commitment to im¬ 
prove the economic partner¬ 
ship, there is a way forward; 
and I am fairly confident if 
the two trade teams get to¬ 
gether, they will come up 
with a solution. 

Have other issues like 
regulations on e-commerce 
been resolved? 

■ I wouldn’t say that U.S. bu¬ 
sinesses are comfortable 
with them, but they are so¬ 
mewhat reassured that there 
is now a more inclusive and 
consultative process to ad¬ 
dress these specific issues. 

The biggest issue is that 
for India to attract the kind 
of investment it needs, it has 
to project policy stability 
and policy coherence. Eve¬ 
ryone recognises that as In¬ 
dia grows, its policy frame¬ 
work needs to evolve, but it 



should be done in a way that 
is stable and coherent. On e- 
commerce and data protec¬ 
tion, India has indicated it 
will take its time. 

How should India position 
itself to benefit from the 
U.S.-China trade fallout? 

■ Moving supply chains is a 
very capital-intensive propo¬ 
sition, and India has yet to 
create incentives and effi¬ 
ciencies that would allow 
firms to make that switch. If 
companies don’t see a pred¬ 
ictability and reliability in 
the tax structure, how will 
they incur such large liabili¬ 
ties and how will they plan to 
recoup their investment? 

Many countries are pro¬ 
viding tax deferments for 
time, land incentives, ensur¬ 
ing infrastructure and a 
skilled labour pool. 

It isn’t just India, but the U.S. 
too has shown lack of policy 
stability and coherence; 
whether it is on sudden 
tariffs, sanctions on oil, 
changes in immigration 
laws... 

■ At the USIBC, we have 
been consistently voicing 
our opposition to tariffs. 

Everyone loses in a trade 
war. The frustration that has 
to be dealt with though is 
that if the U.S. is adhering to 
a low tariff and high stan¬ 
dards regime, then there 
must be a similar movement 
by our trading partners, else 
resentment builds up in the 
U.S. that it is not a level-play¬ 
ing field for our companies 
globally. And, that’s why 
there is decreasing support 
for free trade agreements 
(FTAs) domestically. 

Is a U.S.-India FTA likely? 
■ I think to say it is 
likely overstating the 
case, but it is impera¬ 
tive for both coun¬ 
tries to move in 
that direction 
for U.S.-India 
trade to get to 
where we 
want it.

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Beyond gender binaries 

What needs to be done to 
implement the Tamil Nadu 
government order banning sex 
normalisation surgeries on intersex 
children and infants?

The story so far: A short while before the first 
anniversary of the verdict that invalidated Section 377 
(September 6,2018) to jubilant celebrations among the 
LGBTQI community, in a nondescript courtroom in 
Madurai at the Bench of the Madras High Court, equally 
significant history was written. In April this year. Justice 
G.R. Swaminathan, did a deep dive into the complex and 
nuanced question of gender identity and sex, to emerge 
with a judgment that turned the ingrained ideas of 
gender or sex as a binary - male and female - on its 
head. He expanded the scope of a petition filed by a 
transwoman and her husband, making a plea to instruct 
authorities to register their marriage. While allowing this 
plea, the judge went on to ban sex reassignment 
surgeries on intersex infants and children, directing the 
government to file a compliance report. The Tamil Nadu 
government passed an order on August 13 banning sex 
normalisation surgeries in intersex children and infants, 
except in life threatening circumstances. 

What does intersex mean? 

Intersex refers to people born with physical and 
biological characteristics that are more diverse than 
stereotypical definitions of male or female bodies. Gopi 
Shankar, a Madurai-based activist/anchor of the student 
movement Srishti Madurai, whose petition to the 
National Human Rights Commission on the subject the 
court leaned heavily on, says there are differences 
between gender, sexual identity and sexual orientation. 
While gender identity is assigned at birth based on the 
anatomy (male or female sexual organs, both internal 
and external), sexual identity is what one sees oneself as, 
and sexual orientation is the sex a person is attracted to. 
Mr. Gopi claims that every year there are 10,000 babies 
born with intersex conditions, when it is difficult to 

classify the reproductive 
organs as male or female. 
Genetically, the male is 
invested with XY 
chromosomes and the 
female, XX. In intersex 
there are at least 40 
different variations. But 
this is key: there is no one 
intersex experience. 

A senior medical 
geneticist from 
Hyderabad, Anuradha 
Udumudi, who was 
consulted while framing 
the government order, 
explains that sexual 
development is a complex 
process. 

In the last decade with 
huge leaps in the field of 
medical genetics, it is now apparent to scientists that 
gender assignment is not merely the function of the X 
and Y chromosomes. She says hundreds of genes have 
been identified, mutations or changes in them lead to a 
‘different kind of development’, impacting the gender of 
the foetus. There are several metabolic developments 
involved in these pathways. Significantly, not all of these 
differences can be detected at the time of birth. Doctors 
and parents only have their radar up when the baby 
exhibits ambiguities in gross anatomical features, for 
instance, the presence of both male and female genitalia, 
or two different genders for internal and external 
reproductive organs. 

Why are sex selective surgeries performed on 
infants? 

When these differences are apparent at birth, parents are 
eager to resolve the question of the gender of the baby 
and pick a gender, possibly ignorant of the fact that the 
child will have to pick a sexual identity in the process of 
growing up. Surgery to correct the genitalia is then 
performed on the child which could lead to physical 
trauma, emotional turmoil and problems arising out of 
confusion about identity. 

The court observed that the consent of the parent 
cannot be considered the consent of the child. The 
government order specifies that such surgeries can only 
be performed in case there is a life-threatening situation. 
It adds that this call would be made by a team that 
includes paediatric surgeons/urologists, 
endocrinologists, a social worker/intersex activist and a 
government representative.

What happens next? 

Tamil Nadu’s order comes as the second such move 
made by any State on gender and sexual identity; the 
Parliament of the island of Malta adopted the Gender 
Identity, Gender Expression and Sex Characteristics Act 
in April 2015. There is no room for complacence, though. 
If the proof of the pudding is in the eating, the mark of 
the State’s commitment to its intersex babies would be in 
how well the order is implemented. 

Dr. Udumudi says, a great deal of awareness is 
necessary even for the medical community to recognise 
the possibilities of gender ambiguity. Parents will have to 
be counselled well into accepting their children as they 
are. Mr. Gopi adds, “Readymade answers are not 
available, parents do need to wait. Give your baby space, 
allow gender identity to be fluid, if it is indeed so, and let 
them choose.” After all, the binaries are not everything. 



How will mergers affect public banks? 


What does the rearrangement mean 
for the banking sector? Is increased 
credit growth essential for India to 
achieve the target of becoming 
a $5-trillion economy?

The story so far: Finance Minister Nirmala Sitharaman 
recently announced that 10 banks owned by the 
Government of India will be merged into four larger 
banks; thus the total number of state-owned banks in the 
country will have come down from 27 (in 2017) to 12. 
According to the plan outlined by the government at a 
press meet late last month, Punjab National Bank will be 
merged with Oriental Bank of Commerce and United 
Bank of India; Canara Bank with Syndicate Bank; Union 
Bank of India with Andhra Bank and Corporation Bank; 
while Indian Bank will amalgamate with Allahabad Bank. 
The government also announced an infusion of ^55,250 
crore to help these newly merged banks extend more 
loans to their customers and meet crucial regulatory 
norms. Just last year, the government proposed the 
merger of three banks - Vijaya Bank and Dena Bank with 
Bank of Baroda - to create a larger bank. Earlier in 2017, 
State Bank of India, the country’s largest lender, was 
merged with five of its associate banks. 

What is a merger and why are so many state- 
owned banks being consolidated? 

A merger is simply the combining of two business entities 
to form a larger one but with no explicit change in 
ownership. This is in contrast to an acquisition where 
one business entity takes ownership control over another 
by paying for the ownership privilege in cash, stock, or 
other means. In the case of state-owned banks that are 
being merged now, where the government is the majority 
shareholder, there will be no change in ownership but 
merely a restructuring of how these banks are organised. 

There are various reasons cited by the government for 
its decision to merge state-owned banks. One of them is 
that large banks will be able to lend more money and 
help revive the slowing economy. The government also 
believes that increased credit growth is essential in order 
to achieve its target of growing India into a $5-trillion 
economy in the next few years. It is also of the view that 
the merger will lead to increased operational efficiency 
that will help these banks lower their costs, thus enabling 
them to lower their lending rates. 

State-owned banks have been reeling under a bad loan 
crisis for years now. According to the government, the 
size of gross non-performing assets of state-owned banks 
stood at U.9 lakh crore, as of March 31,2019. Although 
the government has not projected the present merger as 
a measure to tackle bad loans, bank mergers in the past 
have been carried out simply to bail out struggling banks. 

Will the move help make banks stronger? 

The banks that have been merged by the government 
exhibit varying financial strength. Banks such as Indian 
Bank and Punjab National Bank are stronger than the 
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smaller banks that they are being merged with under the 
plan. Indian Bank, which is considered to be the 
strongest financially among the 10 banks, for instance, 
has a net NPA ratio of 3.8%; it is 5.2% for Allahabad Bank 
So the merger is expected to adversely affect the health of 
Indian Bank. Not surprisingly, the shares of Indian Bank 
and other relatively strong banks witnessed a steep fall 
on the first day of trading (Tuesday) after the 
announcement of the merger (Friday). It remains to be 

seen whether the 
operational benefits that 
the government believes 
will come about through 
the merger will 
compensate for the 
deterioration in the 
financials of the stronger 
banks. 

But if the reaction of 
investors on Tuesday is 
anything to go by, it 
seems quite unlikely that 
the merger of state- 
owned banks will create 
any significant value for 
shareholders. Private 
businesses typically merge their operations when they 
believe that the merged entity will help increase their 
profits. Critics doubt whether the government has any 
similar incentive to look for synergies that can boost the 
profits of its banks. Interestingly, Ms. Sitharaman has 
assured banks that jobs will not be lost due to the merger. 
Many see this as a compromise to avoid any trouble from 
powerful bank employee unions. Given this, it seems 


unlikely that state-owned banks will be able to become 
more efficient after the merger by getting rid of 
redundant labour. More importantly, the merging of 
healthy banks with weak banks may not really improve 
the health of the banking system as a whole. In fact, 
many believe, by diluting the management of strong 
banks, forced mergers may lead to a significant 
deterioration in the overall health of the banking system. 
Last but not least, if the managers of efficient banks are 
punished for their good performance by being asked to 
share the burden of weaker banks, many fear that there 
will be fewer incentives for managers to manage well. 

This can further negatively affect the long-term 
performance of state-owned banks. 

Will it address the bad loans crisis and help kick- 
start economic growth? 

The merger of banks per se will not lead to a decrease in 
the absolute size of bad loans in their books. The size of 
bad loans in bank books can drop only if banks manage 
to improve the recovery of these loans, or if these loans 
are written off their balance sheets. The bad loan 
recovery process remains slow due to the inefficient 
judicial system in the country and banks have been 
unwilling to aggressively write off bad loans since that 
would require recognising greater losses. Mergers do not 
address these serious structural problems. 

The present merger, many believe, also does not 
address the issue of political interference in the 
management of state-owned banks that is at the root of 
the bad loan crisis. The stated purpose of the 
nationalisation of banks in 1969 was to use bank credit to 
fund the various development goals of the government. 
Towards this end, over the years, various state-owned 
banks have been forced to extend loans under political 
pressure even though such loans did not always make 
business sense. This is in contrast to private banks that 
are allowed to operate simply as pure businesses seeking 
profits. 

In her presentation on Friday, the Finance Minister 
announced some governance reforms, such as 
strengthening the power of bank boards, but not many 
really believe that they will effectively address the 
fundamental issue of political interference in state-owned 
banks. Finally, when it comes to funding the growth 
needs of the economy, large banks may be able to lend 
more money than smaller banks due to the size of their 
capital base. Punjab National Bank, for instance, when 
merged with United Bank of India and Oriental Bank of 
Commerce will be the second-largest bank in the country 
carrying out business to the tune of around 118 lakh 
crore. However, some argue that large banks may not 
really be essential when it comes to funding big-ticket 
business projects. In the past, several smaller banks have 
come together to extend large loans. Further, companies 
themselves might prefer to seek funds from multiple 
sources. Overall, the infusion of additional capital by the 
government can temporarily help banks troubled by bad 
loans to extend loans more confidently without the fear 
of going bankrupt due to their precarious capital 
position. But most economic analysts believe that the 
merger does not really address the root structural causes 
behind the woes facing state-owned banks in the country.

What is ration card portability? 

How will the ‘One Nation One Ration Card’ scheme be carried out? What are the challenges?

The story so far: The Bharatiya Janata Party 
government is showcasing the rollout of the ‘One Nation 
One Ration Card’ scheme as one of the biggest 
achievements of its first 100 days in power. The launch of 
the nationwide food security net is scheduled for June 
2020, but several challenges remain before migrants can 
take advantage of full portability. 

What is the scheme about? 

India runs the world’s largest food security programme, 
distributing more than 600 lakh tonnes of subsidised 
food grain to more than 81 crore beneficiaries every year. 
This is done through a vast network of more than five 
lakh ration or fair price shops. Under the National Food 
Security Act (NFSA), each beneficiary is eligible for five kg 
of subsidised grains per month at the rate of t3/kg for 
rice, Z2/kg for wheat and H/kg of coarse cereals. 

However, until recently, this has been a location-linked 
benefit, leaving crores of migrant workers and families 
out of the food safety net. Each household’s ration card is 
linked to a specific fair price shop and can only be used to 
buy rations in that particular shop. Over the last few 
years, 10 States (partially in one) have implemented the 
Integrated Management of Public Distribution System, 
which allows beneficiaries to buy rations from any fair 
price shop within that State. 

The Centre is now in the process of expanding these 
efforts into a nationwide portability network which is 
called the ‘One Nation One Ration Card’ scheme. It is 
scheduled to come into full effect by June 2020, after 
which a ration card holder can buy subsidised grain at 
any fair price shop in the country. 

What are the benefits? Who will gain the most? 

The main beneficiaries of the scheme are the country’s 
migrant workers. According to data from the Census 2011, 
there are more than 45 crore internal migrants in India, of 
whom more than half have not completed primary 
education, while 80% have not completed secondary 
education. Lower levels of education are linked to lower 
income, which would make a large percentage of these 
migrants eligible for NFSA benefits. Registering for ration 
cards at their new location is an arduous process, 
especially if some members of the household still remain 
in their original home. Apart from this, field studies 
estimate that four crore to ten crore people are short¬ 
term migrants, often working in cities, but not moving 
there permanently. Women who change locations after 
marriage also find it difficult to start accessing ration 
benefits using a new household’s card. 

The Centre hopes that allowing ration card portability 
will also curb corruption and improve access and service 
quality by removing monopolies. Under the old system, 
beneficiaries were dependent on a single fair price shop 
and subject to the whims of its dealer. Under the new 
system, if they are denied service or face corruption or 
poor quality in one shop, they are free to head to a 
different shop. 

The scheme is also driving the faster implementation 
of initiatives to digitise and integrate the food storage and 
public distribution system. 

What is needed to make it work? 

The scheme involves the creation of a central repository 


of NFSA beneficiaries and ration cards, which will 
integrate the existing databases maintained by States, 
Union Territories and the Centre. Aadhaar seeding is also 
important as the unique biometric ID will be used to 
authenticate and track the usage of ration by beneficiaries 
anywhere in the country. Currently, it is estimated that 
around 85% of ration cards are linked to Aadhaar 
numbers. 

For the scheme to work, it is critical that all fair price 
shops are equipped with electronic point-of-sale 
machines (ePoS), replacing the old method of manual 
record-keeping of transactions with a digital real-time 
record. On the back-end, the Food Corporation of India’s 
Depot Online System is integrating all warehouses and 
godowns storing subsidised grain in an attempt to create 
a seamless flow of online information from procurement 
until distribution. 

What is the progress so far? 

Two pairs of States - Andhra Pradesh-Telangana and 
Maharashtra-Gujarat - became the first to begin 
implementing portability between their States last 
month. From October 1, two more pairs - Kerala- 
Karnataka and Rajasthan-Haryana - will join the 
experiment. By January, all eight States and at least three 
others which already implement intra-State portability 
will form the first national grid for the ‘One Nation One 
Ration Card’ scheme. 

What are the difficulties ahead? 

There are only 4.32 lakh ePoS machines which have been 
installed in more than 5.3 lakh fair price shops. Apart 
from much of Northeast India, much of that gap comes 
from three States: Bihar, West Bengal and Uttarakhand. 
Given that they are major source States for migrants, 

Bihar (only 15% coverage) and West Bengal (70% 
coverage) must speed up ePoS installation for the system 
to work smoothly. In some rural and remote areas, ePoS 
connectivity also remains erratic, jeopardising smooth 
functioning. 

In Jharkhand, a State which was an early adopter of 
digitisation and Aadhaar-based biometric authentication 
in 2016, there have been widespread complaints of denial 



of food due to system failures. A 2017 study in Ranchi 
district - which was relatively well-connected - found 
that 20% to 40% of beneficiaries had been unable to buy 
their rations. Right to Food activists have blamed at least 
20 deaths from September 2017 to June 2019 on hunger 
caused by irregularities in the PDS system. 

In other States, the challenge comes from the 
difference between ration benefits offered by the State in 
comparison to the Central entitlement. Tamil Nadu, for 
example, offers 20 kg of free rice per month to almost 2 
crore ration card holders, as well as subsidised sugar, 
pulses and oil, over and above the NFSA benefits. The 

State government has made 
it clear that it will not be 
offering these benefits to 
migrant workers, as the 
Centre will cover the costs 
of NFSA benefits only. 

Another issue could arise 
if the members of a single 
household are split 
between two different 
locations. The scheme’s 
guidelines only permit 
purchase of half the 
subsidised grain at one 
time in an effort to prevent 
one member of the 
household taking the entire 
ration for the month, 
leaving family members in 
a different location 

stranded without food. 

The biggest challenge may lie in the lack of any 
concrete data on inter-State migration trends, especially 
short-term migration. The allocation of food grains to 
States will have to be dynamic to allow for quick 
additional delivery to cover any shortfalls in States with 
large migrant populations. Currently, Food Corporation 
of India godowns stock grains up to three months in 
advance. Food Ministry officials acknowledged that there 
is a “steep learning curve” ahead to ensure that 
movement of grain matches migration flows.

CLRI’s biocatalyst cuts effluent 
discharge during leather processing 

There is threefold reduction in water usage and less chromium discharge into the environment

A novel amylase-based biocatalyst de¬ 
veloped by researchers at the Central 
Leather Research Institute (CSIR- 
CLRI), Chennai, helps in processing 
leather in an environment-friendly 
way and also drastically cutting the 
time taken to process the skin at the 
pre-tanning stage. Pre-tanning process 
generates 60-70% of total pollution 
during processing. 

Reduced effluents 

The quantum of effluent discharge is 
considerably cut as there is threefold 
reduction in water usage when the bio¬ 
catalyst is used. In particular, the 
amount of chromium that gets ab¬ 
sorbed is more leading to less chromi¬ 
um discharge into the environment. 
Chromium is used for increasing the 
stability of the collagen through cross- 
linking. Since no chemicals are used, 
the chemical oxygen demand drops by 
about 35% while the total solid effluent 
load reduces by over 50%. 

The reason why less chromium and 
water are required at the pre-tanning 
stage when the biocatalyst is used is 
primarily because of the 120-fold high¬ 
er binding of the biocatalyst to the gly- 
can sugar (glycosaminoglycan) present 
predominantly in the skin. Once the 
catalysts binds to the sugar, it selective¬ 
ly breaks down (hydrolysis) the sugar 


thus opening up the skin fibre. The re¬ 
sults were published in the journal 
Green Chemistry. 

Quick hydrolysis 

“The binding and hydrolysis happens 
rapidly. It takes just 10 minutes to open 
the fibres when the biocatalyst that we 
engineered is used. Traditionally, en¬ 
zymes take three-to-four hours to open 
the fibres. If lime and sulphate are 
used it takes 12 hours to complete the 
process,” says Niraikulam Ayyadurai 
from the Department of Biochemistry 
and Biotechnology at CLRI and corres¬ 


ponding author of the paper. 

Not only is the process of opening 
the fibres quicker, the biocatalyst also 
penetrates deep into the skin unlike 
the traditionally used enzymes. Deep 
penetration of the biocatalyst has two 
advantages - it is sufficient to use less 
amount of chromium to increase the 
stability of the collagen and the quality 
of the finished leather also becomes 
superior. About 21% of the chromium 
used gets absorbed by the skin, which 
is far more than when other enzymes 
or chemical-based methods are used, 
leading to reduced chromium in the ef¬ 


fluent discharge. 

The biocatalyst is stable even at a 
high temperature of 90 degree C and 
pH 10 and so up to 95% of the enzyme 
can be recovered after a single process 
and reused. 

Genetic engineering 

The normal amylase enzyme has limit¬ 
ed efficiency to bind to the substrate 
leading to reduced ability to open the 
skin fibre. So the team led by Dr. Ay¬ 
yadurai resorted to genetic code. “The 
genetic code engineering allows us to 
introduce new chemistry in the amy¬ 
lase enzyme thus improving the enzy¬ 
matic properties,” he says. 

“The tyrosine amino acid was com¬ 
putationally modified with extra 
groups such as amino, hydroxyl, fluo¬ 
rine and chlorine. We found the extra 
hydroxyl group provided more activity 
towards the skin glycan,” says Surya- 
lakshmi Pandurangan from CLRI and 
the first author of the paper. “By mod¬ 
ifying the tyrosine amino acid we 
changed the property of amylase 
enzyme.” 

The amylase gene was isolated from 
Bacillus licheniformis and made to ex¬ 
press inE. coli. Large-scale production 
and even manipulation of the enzyme 
is possible when the enzyme is ex¬ 
pressed by E. coli. It also becomes 
cheaper to produce the enzyme 
through the fermentation route.

Researchers at the Indian 
Association for the Cultiva¬ 
tion of Science (IACS) Kolka- 
ta have used a using natural¬ 
ly occurring nucleoside 
molecule cytidine to self-as- 
semble into a hydrogel in 
the presence of silver ace¬ 
tate and phenyl boronic 
acid. The hydrogel possess¬ 
ing i-motif DNA-like struc¬ 
ture was found to exhibit an¬ 
tibacterial activity against 
Gram-negative bacterial 
strains such as E. coli , Pseu¬ 
domonas aeruginosa , Kleb¬ 
siella pneumoniae, andmul- 
tidrug-resistant Morganella 
morganii. 

Non-toxic 

While silver is known to 
have antibacterial property, 
it may not be used due to its 
toxicity. But when silver ace¬ 
tate was incorporated in the 
hydrogel the toxicity was re¬ 
duced and thus suitable for 
treating bacterial infections. 
The hydrogel containing sil¬ 
ver acetate was found to be 
non-toxic to normal kidney 
epithelial cells and red 
blood cells. 

The research team led by 
Prof. Jyotirmayee Dash from 
the School of Chemical 
Sciences, IACS, found that 
the silver-containing hydro¬ 
gel was capable of killing E. 
coli. The hydrogel reduced 
the cell size of the E. coli and 


disrupted its cell mem¬ 
brane, leading to leakage of 
cellular contents. The re¬ 
sults of the study were pu¬ 
blished in the journal ACS 
Applied Bio Materials. 

“The hydrogel can be 
tuned to change the anti¬ 
bacterial activity,” says Prof. 
Dash. “By changing the bo¬ 
ronic acid component used 
in the hydrogel we can pre¬ 
pare a large number of hy¬ 
drogels with different bacte¬ 
rial killing properties.” 

Physical properties 

Aside from self-assembling, 
the hydrogel exhibits thixo¬ 
tropic property - changes 
from a gel to a sol phase 
when subjected to mechani¬ 
cal shaking or stirring. 
When allowed to stand, it re¬ 
turns to its original gel 


phase. The hydrogel is also 
pH responsive. While being 
stable between pH 3 and 6, 
it becomes unstable at more 
acidic or alkaline pH. 

“So the hydrogel can be 
used for drug delivery appli¬ 
cations by using external sti¬ 
muli such as mechanical 
stress or by changing the 
pH,” says Prof. Dash. The 
low pH of the gel is also 
another contributing factor 
for its intrinsic antibacterial 
activities. 

The researchers loaded 
the hydrogel with cancer 
drug doxorubicin and made 
the gel release the drug by 
subjecting it to mechanical 
shearing and changing the 
pH. “We tested the drug-de¬ 
livery property and in cellu- 
lo activities are currently un¬ 
der progress.

Bangalore-based researchers 
have shown that simple bio¬ 
chemical processes drive sin¬ 
gle-celled organisms to diffe¬ 
rentiate and become varied 
communities of cells having 
different metabolism. This 
study can help us understand 
how multicellularity develops. 

The group studied the com¬ 
mon baker’s yeast (Saccharo- 
myces cerevisiae) to show how 
multicellularity can emerge in 
single-celled microbes due to 
merely biochemical effects. 
The experiment starts with 
yeast cells that are similar in 
all respects - they all produce 
a sugar (trehalose) from availa¬ 
ble raw materials. As the colo¬ 
nies mature and the concen¬ 
tration of trehalose increases, 
some of the cells start using up 
the sugar, thereby slowly 
bringing about a balance in 
the concentration of treha¬ 
lose. In the process, this re¬ 
sults in the development of 
cells with two different types 
of metabolism - cells that pro¬ 
duce trehalose and those that 
use up trehalose. These new 
cells are confined geographi¬ 
cally to some areas within the 
colony. Such characteristics 
are necessary for the develop¬ 
ment of multicellularity. The 
study has been published in 
the journal eLife. 

When the colony was al¬ 
lowed to mature, the research-

ers found that the cells with 
different properties formed in¬ 
to groups across the colony. 

Light and dark cells 

“We just arbitrarily called 
these cells 'light' and 'dark' 
based on how they appeared 
under a light microscope,” 
says Sriram Varahan of Insti¬ 
tute of Stem Cell Science and 
Regenerative Medicine (in- 
Stem), Bengaluru. “Subse¬ 
quently, with more characteri¬ 
sation, we found that these 
cells have very different meta¬ 
bolism and properties,” he 
adds. 

The researchers integrated 
three different approaches. 
Sunil Laxman of inStem ex¬ 
plains: “We used many micro¬ 
scopic approaches to charac¬ 
terise the cells. We also used 
highly sensitive analytical che¬ 


mistry approaches (mass 
spectrometry) to identify all 
the metabolic processes, and 
show that this new sugar is 
made, builds up, and then 
when used by some cells helps 
them to switch to a new state.” 

Mass spectrometry 

As the team had small quanti¬ 
ties of experimental material, 
they used mass spectrometry 
to analyse and differentiate 
between the different types of 
cells. 

“Our collaborators Dr. San- 
deep Krishna and Vaibhhav 
Sinha from National Centre for 
Biological Sciences made a 
theoretical model that can 
predict this entire colony de¬ 
velopment, using these bio¬ 
chemical processes,” says Dr 
Laxman. 

Many microbes can form 
biofilms, in which cells with 
different properties are to¬ 
gether in a group. These bio¬ 
films play a role in many dis¬ 
eases caused by bacteria and 
fungi. This study explains how 
such biofilms can form, sug¬ 
gesting a means to control the 
growth of biofilms. 

The study has thrown open 
several questions for the team. 
“We need to figure out how 
cells put out this sugar; how 
cells start to break down the 
trehalose; whether a mini¬ 
mum number of cells is need¬ 
ed for this to happen,” says Dr 
Laxman. 


Get ready for 3D-printed cookies

Scientists have used 30- 
printing to make automobile 
parts and prosthetics before 
but now 3D-printing food is 
becoming a reality. Research¬ 
ers from the Indian Institute 
of Food Processing Technol¬ 
ogy (IIFPT), Thanjavur, have 
printed a nutritious snack us¬ 
ing millets, green gram, fried 
gram and ajwain seeds. Tak¬ 
ing just five to seven minutes 
to print, followed by a micro- 
wave drying process, this 
technology may help in cus¬ 
tomising food according to 
the individuals’ nutritional 
requirements. 

Size of a mixie 

“The printer is approximate¬ 
ly the size of a mixie, weigh¬ 



ing below 8 kg and can be 
carried around. It was also 
indigenously developed and 
completely fabricated in In¬ 
dia. This brings down the 
cost to less than Rs.75,000, 
while most printers in the 
market are expensive and 
cannot be conveniently used 
for multi-material food print¬ 
ing applications,” says C. 
Anandharamakrishnan, Di¬ 
rector of IIFPT and corres¬ 
ponding author of the paper 
published in the Food and 
Bioprocess Technology. 

Efficient method 

All the raw materials were 
hot-air dried, ground to fine 
particles and sieved to about 
0.2 mm. Adding salt, spices, 
distilled water, they are 
made it into a paste and fed 



into the 3D-printer. 

The flow, temperature, 
printer nozzle size and print¬ 
ing rate or speed was opti¬ 
mised after several trials. For 



further treatment of the 
printed snack, the research¬ 
ers tried deep frying, hot air 
drying and microwave dry¬ 
ing and found that the latter 



was the most efficient 
method. 

High protein, fibre 

The snack was also analysed 
for its colour, texture and 
taste. They also found that 
the snack had high protein 
and fibre content. “We can 
customise the nutrient con¬ 
tent according to the need of 
the person. We tried this at a 
local school where we print¬ 
ed in shapes loved by chil¬ 
dren so that we can give 
them high nutrient food,” 
adds Dr. 

Anandharamakrishnan. 

Earlier this year, the team 
had earlier made egg yolk 
and egg white into a printa¬ 
ble form and studied its ma¬ 
terial characteristics, and op¬ 
timised the printing 



conditions. This work was 
published in the Journal of 
Food Engineering. 

Early stages 

According to a scientist work¬ 
ing in 3D-printing, food 
printing is in early stages in 
India, because to print food 
the dynamics and mechanics 
need to be fully understood. 
Though this may not be a so¬ 
lution to any food crisis or 
help altering the food manu¬ 
facturing process, it may pre¬ 
pare ourselves for the future, 
he says. Perhaps one day this 
method may help print food 
at the International Space 
Station or any such environ¬ 
ment. Instead of increasing 
the shelf life, printing food 
when and where needed can 
be a better option. 



Controlling 
tuberculosis by 
sniffing in a vaccine 

Various medications have been 
tried for the disease, but with 
little success

The disease tuberculosis (TB) has been with us 
since around 10,000 years ago, when we humans 
began living in communities. We in India have 
known it since ancient times, just as the people in 
Western Asia have. Sanskrit texts dating back to 
1500 BCE knew it and called it Sosha. Sushruta 
Samhita (ca. 600 BC) recommended that the dis¬ 
ease be treated with breast milk, alcohol and rest. 
The compendium called Madhukosa (ca. 900 AD) 
described the disease as Yalcsma or consumption 
.That the disease is transmitted from to person 
(even animals to humans) through sputum and 
cough was also known. Various medications were 
tried with little success. It was in 1882 that the Ger¬ 
man microbiologist H.H. Robert Koch discovered 
that the disease is caused by a germ he called My¬ 
cobacterium tuberculosis (or Mtb) for which he 
was awarded the Nobel Prize in 1905. He also at¬ 
tempted to find drugs to treat TB and came out 
with a product he called tuberculin, though with 
little success. Since then, drugs against TB have 
been successfully marketed, e.g., Rifampicin, Iso- 
niazid, Pyrazinamide and the latest ones Pretoma- 
nid and Bedaquiline. The Indian government is us¬ 
ing most or all of them to treat millions of TB cases 
every year. 

Prevention is better than cure. The field immu¬ 
nology attempts to practice this proverb and tries 
to stop the invading germs from entering the body 
and causing disease. Success in producing such a 
product which can provide immunity against TB 
came about through the work of two French bacte¬ 
riologists, Albert Calmette and Camile Guerin dur¬ 
ing 1908-1921. They came out with the product 
called Bacillus Calmette-Guerin or BCG. When 
BCG was injected in the human’s body as a vac¬ 
cine, it provided immunity against the attack of 
Mtb. The first TB vaccine was thus born and is be¬ 
ing used across the world even today on infants 
(and children below 15), affording them protection 
against TB. Remarkably, the protection lasts for as 
long as 20 years, as recent studies have shown. In¬ 
dia has been using BCG vaccine with success for 
decades now. 

Breathe in the vaccine 

However, it has come to be known that while BCG 
is good for children, it may not be as effective in 
adults, who get TB of the lungs (pulmonary) more 
often, as opposed to in the intestines, bones or the 
urinary tract. It is also not effective if a person is af¬ 
fected by other diseases (for example, AIDS) and 
thus immune-compromised. Also, occasionally 
people react to BCG with some fever and also skin 
itching at the injection spot, making it uncomforta¬ 
ble to use. There is thus the need for alternative 
vaccines, which can work by themselves and also 
act as boosters for BCG. It will also help if these 
new vaccines are easier delivered in other modes, 
rather than by injection. 

An exciting way to deliver vaccines was initiated 
almost 50 years ago and involved inhaling it 
through the nose into the lungs or the pulmonary 
route of vaccination. It was first tried in England in 
1951 on a flock of chicken through aerosol vaccina¬ 
tion against a virus. It was later tried with BCG in 
1968, in guinea pigs and a few humans. In Mexico, 
they succeeded in immunising school-children 
against measles during 1988-1990, and later by oth¬ 
ers on TB (see review by Contreras, Awasthi, Hanif 
and Hickey: Inhaled vaccines for the prevention of 
TB 2012; Mycobacterial Disease Sl:002. doi: 
10.4172/2161-1068 Sl-002). It is also worth noting 
that using this route needs no needles, does not 
need clinically trained persons, cuts down waste 
and is lower in cost. 

When the pathogenic organism invades the bo¬ 
dy, it uses a molecule to pierce through and, using 
the material therein, to multiply and cause havoc. 
The host (scientists are polite!) body in turn fights 
back by using its immunity apparatus. The so- 
called B Cells there synthesise proteins called anti¬ 
bodies which bind with the invader and disable it. 
Plus, the host stores this mechanism for future, in 
case the pathogen attacks at a later time. This is 
the basis behind vaccination, which is good for 
years. 

Actually, the whole germ is not needed for anti¬ 
body generation. Even a part of the molecule (the 
“business region” or the epitope) suffices for the 
generation of antibodies by the B Cells. The im¬ 
mune apparatus has another class, called T cells 
which work in tandem with B cells. Molecules in T 
cells help “kill” the invaders. Here again, we do 
not need the whole molecule, but that part which 
helps in the process, as “adjuvants” for immune 
response. 

A group at the University of Sydney in Australia 
has been creatively using these three principles to 
generate an inhalable vaccine against TB. Their 
publication appears in the latest issue of Journal of 
Medicinal Chemistry (Ashhurst. A, et al., J Med 
Chem. 2019 Aug 16. doi: 10.1021/acs.jmed- 
chem.9b00832.). They chemically synthesised a 
part of the molecules of T cells as adjuvants on one 
hand and linked it chemically with the epitope 
part of Mtb (which too they synthesised in the lab). 
The so-synthesised product (call it compound I) 
was then administered through the nose of mice. 
The mice were then infected with Mtb and, after a 
few weeks the lungs and spleens of the infected 
mice tested. The bacterial load was found to be 
substantially low proving that aerosol administra¬ 
tion of I was protective as a vaccine candidate. Al¬ 
so, the inhalation route of administering the vac¬ 
cine candidate was seen to be better than the 
injection route. This should make children and 
nervous adults happy!

Leaning rightward, 
as if he were 
weighed down by 
the helmet in his 
hand, a middle-aged man stood in 
front of the board under a neem tree 
at the St. Sebastian’s Church. There 
were 115 names in all on the board, 
listed in clear black Sinhala font. 
They ran into four columns. 

“Those who sacrificed their lives 
for their fate,” read a line on top, run¬ 
ning across the board. Right behind 
was an image of Christ. 

Last Sunday, the St. Sebastian’s 
Church in Katuwapitiya had many 
visitors, several from Colombo and 
some from as far as Kandy. “Earlier 
we would come here every now and 
then, but this is the first time I am 
coming after the bombings. I was ter¬ 


rified,” said Warnakulasooriya Philo- 
mena Fernando in fluent Tamil. Like 
many Negombo residents of her gen¬ 
eration, the 76-year-old was comfor¬ 
tably bilingual. “Though my mother 
tongue is Sinhala, I like speaking in 
Tamil because that was my medium 
of learning in school, it comes more 
naturally to me,” said Ms. Warnaku¬ 
lasooriya . “It’s unbelievable - what 
has happened here. What were 
those cruel bombers thinking?” 

A popular church in Negombo ci¬ 
ty, located some 40 km north of Co¬ 
lombo and often called “little Rome” 
for its Catholic flavour, St. Sebas¬ 
tian’s comes with history spanning at 
least a century. But four months ago, 
its story took a tragic turn when one 
of the nine Easter Sunday bombers 
blew up himself on its premises, tak¬ 
ing the lives of dozens of people, in¬ 
cluding those of children. 

Sunday Mass is now held in a near¬ 


by block, while a team of military 
men rebuild the main shrine where 
the blast occurred. The young men 
stood on scaffoldings, giving finish¬ 
ing touches to the reconstruction 
work as some people walked in slow¬ 
ly, taking measured steps into the 
prayer zone, similar to those that 
had turned fatal for their fellow be¬ 
lievers four months ago. Near one of 
the aisles, the floor bore craters from 
the bomb explosion covered with 
sturdy glass, preserved perhaps as 
an April 21 memory. 

Three-pronged programme 

“With the guidance of Cardinal Mal¬ 
colm Ranjith [Archbishop of Colom¬ 
bo], we have devised a three¬ 
pronged programme to address so¬ 
cial, spiritual and psychological 
needs of the affected community 
here,” said Fr. Manjula Niroshan Fer¬ 
nando, who recently moved to the 
church after his predecessor sought 
a transfer following the tragedy. 

“The fear has come down, but the 
trauma remains,” he said, pulling out 



neatly bound files with details of 
those in need of help. “Some wo¬ 
men, whose husbands were killed 
need a livelihood and some source of 
income. Some are still in hospital 
and need financial support for treat¬ 
ment. Some have lost their imme¬ 


diate families and children and need 
solid psychiatric support to cope 
with the trauma,” he said. 

Over 250 people died in the Easter 
day serial bombings, across three 
churches and three luxury hotels, 
that authorities say were carried out 
by local Islamist radicals. Dozens 
were injured. 

A few of those injured at the St. Se¬ 
bastian’s blast are still in hospital, ov¬ 
er four months since. At least four 
persons were paralysed, while one 
lost her voice. A few children are un¬ 
dergoing treatment for skull injuries, 
according to church authorities. 

One woman has started a nursery, 
while another has begun a boutique 
with the church’s support. Asked if 
they might be willing to speak, Fr. 
Fernando said: “No, they have cate¬ 
gorically asked me not to send any 
media to their homes. They are al¬ 
ready struggling to cope. Revisiting 
that episode again and again doesn’t 
help them in any way.” 

In addition to rebuilding the 
church, the government is currently 


offering some financial and housing 
support to families of victims, but 
the people are angry. 

“They are unable to come to 
terms with the fact that despite prior 
intelligence warning, they [the offi¬ 
cials] allowed this to happen. And till 
date, we don’t know the truth about 
how and why,” said another church 
source, requesting anonymity. 

The church’s outreach includes 
providing one doctor, one priest, 
two nuns and a counsellor to every 
affected family. “It is going to take 
time,” said Fr. Fernando. 

There is trauma and then there is 
anger. “One lady who lost her hus¬ 
band and children was in hospital re¬ 
cently, where she saw a Muslim wo¬ 
man playing with her children. She 
couldn’t bear it, she broke down 
right there and yelled at her about 
her own loss. That is the level of 
hurt, what do you do?” However, the 
community will not disobey the Car¬ 
dinal, said the priest, pointing to his 
repeated calls for calm and restraint. 
“It’s not easy for a victim.” 



Japan’s push for ‘quality engagement’ with Africa

In late August, the 
seventh Tokyo In¬ 
ternational Confe¬ 
rence on African 
Development (TICAD) was held in 
the port city of Yokohama, as Japan 
stepped up its efforts to counter Chi¬ 
na’s muscle in Africa. The summit 
emphasised Tokyo’s attempt to shift 
its relationship with the African con¬ 
tinent, away from the development 
assistance that has been its motor in 
the past to promote a business-led 
engagement. 

Tellingly, no target figures for aid 
were given at the summit, even as Ja¬ 
panese Prime Minister Shinzo Abe 
announced that the archipelago’s 
private sector will invest $20 billion 
over the next three years in Africa. 

Moreover, the China-sized ele¬ 


phant in the room meant that con¬ 
siderable effort was expended in ex¬ 
plaining how Japan’s investments in 
the continent would differ from its 
larger neighbour’s. Speaking to the 
press, Masahiko Kiya, Japan’s Am¬ 
bassador for TICAD, claimed that Ja¬ 
panese investments would ensure 
that countries remained free from 
debt traps, in addition to be being of 
‘higher quality’ and adhering to 
‘higher standards’ - ‘higher’ than 
what was not specified, but the im¬ 
plications were understood. 

Japan’s China problem, be it in 
Africa or the rest of Asia, is that it 
lacks the heft and size to compete on 
quantity, hence the refrain of quali¬ 
ty. The tactic has had some takers, 
particularly given the need for many 
countries to hedge against Beijing’s 
overweening influence. 

At his opening remarks at TICAD, 
Mr. Abe gave some examples of 



“quality” Japanese engagement, in¬ 
cluding a small satellite built by 
Rwanda together with the University 
of Tokyo that will provide valuable 
agricultural data. He also mentioned 
that the new 6,165 km-long undersea 
cable linking Angola and Brazil had 


been laid by Japanese company NEC 
(Nippon Electric Company). 

Other recent examples of Japa¬ 
nese private sector involvement in 
Africa include last year’s $2 million 
investment by Toyota in Kenyan lo¬ 
gistics firm Sendy, as well as Sumito¬ 
mo Corporation’s stake in the Nairo¬ 
bi-headquartered pay-as-you-go 
solar firm M-Kopa (the amount has 
not been disclosed). 

Huge Chinese presence 

Despite the attempted hype, com¬ 
pared to Chinese investments, these 
remain winnow-like. In September 
2018, during China’s conference 
with African leaders in Beijing, Chi¬ 
nese President Xi Jinping pledged 
$60 billion in financing. China’s 
trade with Africa totalled $200 bil¬ 
lion in 2018, about 12 times the value 
of trade between the continent and 
Japan, which stood at $17 billion. Bet¬ 
ween 2000 and 2017, China loaned 
about $143 billion to African govern¬ 
ments and their state-owned compa¬ 
nies, according to figures from the 


China-Africa Research Initiative at 
Johns Hopkins University. 

It is also funding and building ma¬ 
jor prestige projects like Kenya’s 
Standard Gauge Railway as well as 
the Addis Ababa-Djibouti Railway. 
According to the Japan Times, more 
than 3,700 Chinese firms have an es¬ 
tablished presence in Africa and 
about one million Chinese people 
live on the continent, compared to 
800 Japanese firms and 8,000 Japa¬ 
nese people. 

China’s investments have been a 
geostrategic headline for many years 
now, but critics have pointed out 
how small countries like Djibouti 
may soon sacrifice their sovereignty 
in return for Chinese money. Nearly 
80% of Djibouti’s debt is held by Chi¬ 
na. And it’s not very different even in 
large nations. According to docu¬ 
ments obtained by Kenya’s Business 
Daily newspaper, China accounts for 
72% of Kenya’s bilateral debts. 

When Japan and India issued a 
statement in September 2017 an¬ 
nouncing their intent to develop an 



industrial corridor connecting Asia 
and Africa, dubbed the Asia-Africa 
Growth Corridor (AAGC), it was also 
tom-tommed as an alternative to un¬ 
sustainable Chinese debt. In the 
years since, however, little progress 
has been made on the project, other 
than an occasional joint investment, 
like a recent one to build a cancer 
hospital in Kenya. 

In response to a question on the 
AAGC by The Hindu, Mr. Kiya, the TI¬ 
CAD Ambassador, appeared un¬ 
aware about what the AAGC was. 
Other analysts in Tokyo said that 
while cooperation with India in Afri¬ 
ca was in principle a good idea, there 
is no ongoing work on the AAGC, 
and Japan would like to subsume any 
cooperation under its Free and Open 
Indo-Pacific vision. 

“Japan will endeavour to exercise 
leadership on African soil through 
standard setting,” Ambassador Kiya 
concluded. But regardless of last 
month’s summitry, as matters stand, 
this declaration is unlikely to give 
Beijing sleepless nights. 
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It has set out to make it harder for people to 
come to the U.S., stay there and become citizens 


WASHINGTON 


August was a nota¬ 
ble month in the 
annals of U.S. im¬ 
migration. Several 
rules were pushed through by an ad¬ 
ministration that has explicitly and 
implicitly made no bones about the 
fact that it is making it harder to 
come to America, stay in America 
and become American. This applies 
to both legal and illegal immigration. 

The first of these August policy 
tweaks was aimed at legal immi¬ 
grants and involved changes to the 
“public charge” rule. If an individual 
is seeking admission to the U.S., or 
looking to change his immigration 
status and get a green card, he can 
be deemed inadmissible (or ineligi¬ 
ble) as per the law if “at the time of 
application for admission or adjust¬ 


ment of status, [the person] is likely 
at any time to become a public 
charge”. 

The law has its roots in racist pol¬ 
icies from the 1840s and 1850s used 
to deport and exclude immigrants of 
various kinds - Irish Catholics, 
Southern and Eastern Europeans, 
for instance. In 1882, it was put into 
the statute books - the same year 
the U.S. Congress also passed the 
Chinese Exclusion Act, limiting Chi¬ 
nese immigration into the country. 

The Trump administration’s 
changes, which will go into effect on 
October 15, will make it easier to de¬ 
signate potential immigrants as be¬ 
ing at risk of depending on state 
funds and consequently making it 
easier to deny them green cards. 

This is being done in several ways, 
for instance, by increasing the list of 
benefits that could designate a po¬ 
tential immigrant as likely to become 


a public charge. Factors that would 
weigh against the potential immi¬ 
grant include not having an annual 
income of at least 250% of the Feder¬ 
al Poverty Guidelines (earlier, it 
would have normally sufficed for the 
financial sponsor of a potential im¬ 
migrant to meet certain income cri¬ 
teria), medical conditions, being old 
and having poor English language 
skills. 

The net effect of this rule is to 
pressure would-be immigrants to get 
off benefits they are legally entitled 
to and also to foster a system that fa¬ 
vours wealthier, better-educated, 
younger immigrants who have better 
English speaking skills. 

Policy tweak 

Another rule change in August will 
make it harder for children born to 
naturalised U.S. citizens serving in 
U.S. Embassies or stationed on U.S. 
military bases abroad to acquire citi¬ 
zenship at birth. While this latter 
rule is unlikely to impact a large 
number of children, the policy 


tweak is bang on target with the ov¬ 
erall message of the administration 
with regard to immigration. 

Finally, towards the end of Au¬ 
gust, the United States Citizenship 
and Immigration Services (USCIS) 
sent out letters saying that it would 
no longer handle the “deferred ac¬ 
tion” programme for non-military 
cases. The programme enables indi¬ 
viduals, many of whom came to the 
U.S. legally but stayed on after their 
visas expired, to put off potential de¬ 
portation. 

This has included those in the U.S. 
for the treatment of grave illnesses 
and life-threatening medical condi¬ 
tions. The USCIS letters said that 
another agency - the controversial 
Immigration and Customs Enforce¬ 
ment (ICE) - would handle the pro¬ 
gramme. No public announcement 
was made. 

A New York Times report told the 
story of 24-year-old Maria Isabel 
Bueso, who has been in the U.S. 
since she was seven to participate in 
a clinical trial for a genetic condition 



that doctors said would not let her 
live through adolescence. The wo¬ 
man was among those were told to 
leave the country within 33 days or 
face possible deportation proceed¬ 
ings. In Ms. Bueso’s case, fending off 
deportation could mean the diffe¬ 


rence between life and death. USCIS 
said it had received 1,000 deferred 
action applications related to medi¬ 
cal conditions, as per the Times. 
There could very well be other Bue- 
sos out there. 

Perhaps in response to the bad 
press it has received, the USCIS, on 
September 2, released a statement, 
saying it would deal with all deferred 
action applications that were pend¬ 
ing on August 7. It appears that Sep¬ 
tember is already proving to be busy 
for the agency and it has only just be¬ 
gun. 

In a much talked-about interview 
with NPR’s Rachel Martin on the pu¬ 
blic charge rule, acting USCIS Direc¬ 
tor Kenneth Cuccinelli was asked if 
the words etched at the base of the 
Statue of Liberty, ‘Give me your 
tired, your poor...’ were still what the 
American ethos was about. His res¬ 
ponse was: “They certainly are - 
give me your tired, your poor who 
can stand on their own two feet and 
who will not become a public 
charge.” 



When China wants ‘U.S. to return to reason’ 


Beijing says America’s punitive tariffs are 
‘against the laws’ of the market economy

The language used 
by a Foreign Minis¬ 
try spokesperson is 
a barometer of 
what her government thinks of an is¬ 
sue. Nuance is often the name of the 
game and spokespersons are ap¬ 
pointed to their jobs because they 
are good at wordplay. 

So, when this writer had an occa¬ 
sion to attend the Chinese Foreign 
Ministry spokesperson’s press brief¬ 
ing in Beijing, the depths of China’s 
outrage at what is increasingly seen 
as a trade war with the United States 
was evident. 

Accusing the U.S. of “trade bully¬ 
ing practices,” the spokesperson was 
clear that such tactics would not 
work on China. He pointed out that 
U.S. stock markets had declined 


sharply and the American actions 
were “against the laws” of the mar¬ 
ket economy. 

And, then came the punch line: 
“We hope that the U.S. can return to 
reason.” 

In 2018, Beijing was Washington’s 
largest goods trading partner with 
two-way trade totalling $659.8 bil¬ 
lion. “Goods exports totalled $120.3 
billion; imports totalled $539.5 bil¬ 
lion. The U.S. goods trade deficit 
with China was $419.2 billion last 
year. Trade in services with China 
(exports and imports) totalled an es¬ 
timated $77.3 billion in 2018,” a U.S. 
government website said. 

Punitive tariffs 

U.S. President Donald Trump im¬ 
posed a fourth round of tariffs on 
Chinese goods earlier in September 
in a bid to encourage the American 
people to stop buying Chinese 




goods. So far, Mr. Trump has im¬ 
posed tariffs on $360 billion worth of 
Chinese goods while counter-tariffs 
have been imposed by Beijing on 
$110 billion worth of U.S. goods. 

In recent tweets, Mr. Trump ap¬ 
provingly quoted U.S. economist Pe¬ 



ter Morici as saying that enhanced ta¬ 
riffs would not impact American 
consumers that much. 

“Importers can find suppliers out¬ 
side of China. Absolutely worth it, 
we don’t want to be servants to the 
Chinese! This... is about American 
Freedom. Redirect the supply chain. 
There is no reason to buy everything 
from China!” Mr. Trump tweeted Mr. 
Morici as saying. 

U.S.-China trade relations, it 
would appear, have come full circle. 
From trying to accommodate Chi¬ 
na’s rise, the U.S. under President 
Trump is now attempting to cut Chi¬ 
na to size, or at least making an effort 
to redraw trade ties with China. 

It’s bizarre that the U.S., at the 
head of the free world that cham¬ 
pioned the market economy after 
the Second World War and led the 
charge to make free trade acceptable 
globally, is now turning inwards be¬ 
cause the terms of trade with China 
are not favourable. 

From Beijing’s response, it’s clear 
that a long trade war will hurt China, 


but the fact remains that the country 
has come a long way in being able to 
deal with challenges that come its 
way. 

There’s little doubt that the trade 
war is very much about geopolitics 
and the targeting of companies like 
Huawei, which has emerged as a ma¬ 
jor player in the field of 5G technolo¬ 
gy, as it is about trade. 

Clearly aware of the challenges 
that lie ahead of China, President Xi 
Jinping last week called for officials 
to develop a “fighting spirit”. “The 
struggles we face will not be short 
term, but long term,” he said last 
week in Beijing, warning that these 
challenges could last until 2049, the 
100th anniversary of the founding of 
the People’s Republic of China. 

The new Chinese Ambassador to 
India, Sun Weidong, without naming 
the U.S., made his country’s position 
clear on the issue of trade. Speaking 
in New Delhi last week, he said: “We 
resolutely oppose provoking trade 
frictions... We are willing to properly 
handle differences on the basis of 


mutual respect and resolve issues 
through dialogue and negotiation.” 

In the midst of all the friction, Xin¬ 
hua and Western media outlets re¬ 
ported on August 30 that following a 
high-level conference call between 
Chinese and American trade offi¬ 
cials, another round of consultations 
to resolve differences had been set 
for October. “Chinese and U.S. chief 
trade negotiators agreed to jointly 
take concrete actions to create fa¬ 
vourable conditions for further con¬ 
sultations in October,” the official 
Chinese news agency reported. 

In the past, too, both countries 
have demonstrated the capacity of 
pulling back from the brink. But the 
difference today is the personality of 
President Trump and his determina¬ 
tion to make trade with China a dom¬ 
estic political issue in the U.S. in a bid 
to secure a second term. 

The world is watching how these 
two countries deal with their trade 
issues. How they do so could well de¬ 
termine the future of global trade re¬ 
lations.

The 33-year-old Spaniard 
dispatched Berrettini 7-6(6), 
6-4, 6-1 at Arthur Ashe Stadi¬ 
um to reach a Sunday show¬ 
down against Russian fifth 
seed Daniil Medvedev, who 
ousted Bulgarian Grigor Di¬ 
mitrov 7-6(5), 6-4, 6-3. 

Nadal, who shook off an 
early season right hip injury 
to win a 12th French Open tit¬ 
le, seeks his fourth US Open 
crown - one shy of the Open- 
era record of five shared by 
Federer, Pete Sampras and 
Jimmy Connors - to reach 
the brink of Federer’s mark. 

‘Just another chance’ 

“It’s just another chance on 
Sunday,” Nadal said. “I want 
to enjoy a day off, have a 
good practice and Sunday is 
the day to play my best.” 

Nadal, into his 27th Grand 
Slam final, beat Medvedev in 
last month’s Montreal final in 
their only prior meeting. But 
the World No. 2 skipped Cin¬ 
cinnati, where Medvedev 
was champion the following 
week.

Fans pay huge money to 
walk into a Formula One 
track to see the 20 best driv¬ 
ers throw the car around the 
circuit. 

And it is on Saturday, the 
full potential of Formula One 
cars are unleashed in the fi¬ 
nal part of qualifying on new 
tyres and low fuel as the driv¬ 
ers test the limits of the car 
and track for just one lap giv¬ 
ing it everything to fight for 
pole position. 

Yet, on Saturday, even as 
the majority of the fans re¬ 
joiced at Charles Leclerc tak¬ 
ing the pole position for Fer- 
rari’s home race, the way it 
unfolded left a sour note for 
fans across the world. 

For the final run in the last 
part of qualifying, each driv¬ 
er was crawling around the 
track to position themselves 
behind one another to get 
the perfect slip-stream on 
the long straights of Monza 
on their out-lap and failed to 
start their final qualifying 
run before the 12-minute ses¬ 
sion ended. 


Leclerc had a time of 
1:19:307 after his first run in 
the final part of qualifying 
and it was good enough to 
take pole position ahead of 
Mercedes’ Lewis Hamilton 
and Valtteri Bottas, who 
were just a few hundredths 
of a second behind, with the 
second Ferrari of Sebastian 


Vettel finishing fourth. 

The last lap of qualifying is 
under investigation by ste¬ 
wards after the drivers were 
warned about going too slow 
on their out-laps and a simi¬ 
lar incident in the F3 qualify¬ 
ing on Friday, saw 17 of the 
30 drivers getting penalties. 

However, the biggest loser 


on the day was Red Bull Rac¬ 
ing’s Max Verstappen after 
his Honda power unit gave 
up, forcing him to the back of 
the grid after failing to set a 
time. Verstappen was on a 
timed lap earlier in the first 
part of qualifying when Ser¬ 
gio Perez’s Racing Point 
pulled aside due to a poten¬ 


tial Mercedes engine issue 
bringing out red flag forcing 
the Dutchman, who has won 
two races this year, to abort 
his run. 

Renault’s Danier Ricciar- 
do and Nico Hulkenburg 
were fifth and sixth followed 
by McLaren’s Carlos Sainz, 
Red Bull’s Alexander Albon 
Racing Point’s Lance Stroll 
with the last two drivers not 
even setting a time. 

Alfa Romeo’s Kimi Raikko- 
nen was 10th but crashed at 
the start of the third part of 
qualifying going off at the pa- 
rabolica corner, similar to 
the crash he had on Friday.

Seven BCCI members non-compliant: CoA

The long overdue annual 
general body meeting of the 
BCCI and its elections appear 
to be heading towards a cli¬ 
max with the Committee of 
Administrators (CoA) an¬ 
nouncing a list of BCCI mem¬ 
bers whose amended consti¬ 
tution is in terms with the 
BCCI Constitution as ap¬ 
proved by the apex Court on 
Aug. 9 last year. 

The CoA has scheduled 
the AGM and elections on 
Oct. 22 and had extended the 
deadline for the State asso¬ 
ciations to conduct their 
elections to Sept. 28. 

While the CoA has put the 
number at 18 among the 38 
full members - as fully com¬ 
pliant, having registered 
with their State’s regulatory 
body - it has stated that se¬ 
ven members are non-com- 
pliant on account of either 
(a) failure to get their respec¬ 
tive constitution approved by 
the COA; or (b) failure to sub¬ 
mit their amended constitu¬ 
tion as sought by CoA. 

The CoA has stated that 
“Only those full members of 
the BCCI who have (a) regis¬ 
tered their constitution, as 
approved by the COA, (b) in¬ 
ducted former international 
players (male and female) as 
members in accordance with 
the directions of CoA, and (c) 
confirmed their membership 
structure, as required under 


the Judgement, will be consi¬ 
dered as compliant. 

The BCCI members who, 
according to the CoA, are 
non-compliant are: Uttarak¬ 
hand, Arunachal Pradesh, 
Madhya Pradesh, Chhattis- 
garh, Karnataka, Haryana 
and the Tamil Nadu Cricket 
Association. 

Most of the associations, 
including those who are fully 
compliant, believe that the 
Supreme Court has to look at 
the suggestions made by the 
amicus curiae P.S. Narasim- 
ha, pass an order for the 
BCCI AGM to be convened 
and elections held. 

The CoA has said that the 
following associations have

Andhra, Assam, Mizoram, 
Pondicherry, Delhi, Goa, 
Jammu & Kashmir, Gujarat, 
Himachal Pradesh, Kerala, 
Manipur, Meghalaya, Naga¬ 
land, Punjab, Sikkim, Tripu¬ 
ra, Vidarbha and Baroda. 

Apart from these 18, the 
representatives of Services, 
Railways and All India Un¬ 
iversities will be allowed to 
vote. 


RCA back as member 


T he Committee of 
Administrators on 
Friday revoked the 
suspension on Rajasthan 
Cricket Association and 
restored its full 
membership of the BCCI. 
The RCA has

A seemingly simple tale of 
a buffalo escaping the butch¬ 
er, running amok and being 
chased by the entire village, 
has Pellissery himself going 
berserk with sound design 
and imagery.

Now the famous bird toils 
for a Beijing public works 
magnate, fathering what his 
new owner must hope will 
be a new generation of feath¬ 
ered champions. 

But 64-year-old retired 
abattoir worker Mr. Ver¬ 
schoot is not done yet. He 
still dedicates up to 10 hours 
a day tending for and racing 
his charges. 

Before Armando set the 
online pigeon auction world 
alight earlier this year, the 
Flemish fancier’s most ex¬ 
pensive protegee was 
€400,000 (0.19 crore) 

Nadine. 

Now Mr. Verschoot wants 
to better his record. He has 
hidden away two of Arman¬ 
do’s heirs - “a son and a 
daughter” - in the hope they 
mate and raise a brood. 

Since retiring from the 


abattoir in 2015, Mr. Ver¬ 
schoot has turned a hobby 
into an international busi¬ 
ness, fuelled by the rise of 
Chinese interest.

Chess offers Nigerian slum children new moves 

For the impoverished children of Ikorodu, mastering the ‘difficult’ game gives them confidence

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LAGOS 

Crowds of children bustle 
around chessboards in Nige¬ 
ria's Lagos, figuring out their 
next moves as part of a pro¬ 
ject aimed at bringing hope 
in one of the city’s impover¬ 
ished slums. 

Dozens of matches are 
played simultaneously as 
participants as young as 
three master a game often 
considered out of reach for 
the masses in Africa's most 
populous country. 

“Sometimes you win, so¬ 
metimes you lose,” 24-year- 
old teacher Tunde Onakoya 
tells his young charges after 
getting their attention. 

“But it’s how you respond 
that makes you a champion. 
Don’t get down when you 
lose, don’t feel like you can’t 
do it, just concentrate and 
do your best.” 

Seasoned player Mr. Ona¬ 
koya started the Chess in 
Slums project last Septem¬ 
ber in the sprawling neigh¬ 
bourhood of Ikorodu, a 
place where residents often 
feel cut off from the bustle 
and business of the vibrant 
megacity around it. 

The goal of the club is to 
provide a space to play and 
learn the game for the young 
inhabitants of the slum, ma¬ 
ny of whom are not in school 
and work to support their 
families. 

Held beneath a makeshift 
tent in the courtyard of a lo¬ 
cal bar, in less than a year, 
the programme has already 
drawn an enthusiastic fol¬ 
lowing. 

As elderly men sip beer 


and watch football nearby, a 
dozen volunteers divide the 
pupils into groups. 

While some turn their fi¬ 
gures into battling action he¬ 
roes, most are focused and 
intent on winning. 

The youngest children 
sing rhymes about chess to 
help them master the rules, 
as the older ones settle down 
into intense games. 

They use mobile phone 
apps to time their moves and 
record the matches in note¬ 
pads to review their mistakes 
and successes later. 

“I want to be a Grandmas¬ 
ter,” one of the children tells 
AFP, laughing. 


The West African nation 
ranks 88th out of 186 coun¬ 
tries, according to the FIDE 
World Chess Federation’s 
rating of top players across 
the globe, but still does not 
have any Grandmasters. 

Other board games are 
more popular. 

Nigeria is a superpower in 
Scrabble, winning multiple 
championships and boasting 
29 of the top 100 players in 
the world, more than any 
other country. 

Mr. Onakoya says that 
chess has lagged behind in 
part due to an image pro¬ 
blem. 

“There’s this perception 


of it as being a really difficult 
game, not as accessible, like 
for people of a different 
class,” he says. 

He took chess in primary 
school and works with priv¬ 
ate schools as a consultant to 
add it to their curricula. 

“I believe in the game be¬ 
cause it helps your cogni¬ 
tion, your creativity, your fo¬ 
cus. It's like food for your 
brain,” he said. 

“Ikorodu is the kind of 
place where there's a lot of 
troubles and poverty. It is a 
tough place to get to, if you 
tell someone to come to Iko¬ 
rodu they will laugh,” he 
says. 


“I felt it would be power¬ 
ful to help children here be¬ 
cause many of them are real¬ 
ly talented.” 

“If they could master a 
game that people wouldn’t 
expect them to even know, it 
could really show them their 
potential and give them 
confidence.” 

School sponsorship 

The club already boasts sev¬ 
eral success stories. 

Ten-year-old Odunayo 
Olukoya joined Chess in 
Slums in January. Four 
months later, she came first 
in the national chess cham¬ 
pionship for her age group. 

For Jamiu Ninilowo, 14, 
taking part has also been 
transformative. The skinny 
boy worked as a mechanic 
fixing cars at a garage in Iko¬ 
rodu instead of attending 
school. 

He had to earn money for 
his family after his mother's 
leg was mangled in an acci¬ 
dent as she picked scrap at a 
local refuse site to sell on for 
a meagre profit. 

In February, Ninilowo 
joined the club and is now its 
best player. After he won a 
tournament in April, an im¬ 
pressed donor partnered 
with Chess in Slums to pay 
for his secondary education. 

“Chess is helping me to be 
a mechanical engineer by 
sending me to school,” he 
tells AFP, proudly wearing 
the medal he won. 

The attention that the pro¬ 
ject has generated has 
helped shine a spotlight on 
more of these marginalised 
children.
